Jobless Insurance 
Program Allows 
Vlore Dependents 


the number of dependents 
allowed by the Maryland 
Unemployment Insurance 
program has been increased 
from four to five and proof of 
dependent status must be 
documented, effective last 
Saturday, July 1, according to 
Thomas S. Wendel, executive 
director of the Office of 
Unemployment Insurance of 
the Department of Economic 
and Employment Development 
DEED) 

This change is the result of 
new legislation passed by the 


Maryland General Assembly 
during the 1989 session 
Dependent children are 


defined by this law as those chil- 
dren, including stepchildren or 
legally adopted children, who 
are under 16 years of age and 
totally or partially supported by 
an unemployment insurance 
claimant. Claimants must 


Jeclss all. dependents, when. _ 


filing the initial claim for 
unemployment insurance. The 
new law also requires that each 
child's dependent status must 
be verified by birth certificate 
or social security card. Pre- 
viously, documented proof was 
not required to declare 
dependents 

Only those who file new 
claims for unemployment 
insurance benefits on or after 
July 3, are subject to this new 
law 

Wendell pointed out that the 
allowance per dependent 
remains the same as in the past 
Claimants will still be paid, in 
addition to their weekly benefit 
amount, $8 per dependent with 
the maximum weekly payment 
not to exceed $205. He said only 
the number of dependents 
allowed has changed

Numerous Items 
Discussed By 
Deep Creek POA 


Numerous items were dis- 
cussed at the general meeting 
of the Property Owners’ Asso- 
ciation of Deep Creek Lake, 
Inc., on Saturday 

Roger Titus reported on the 
legal activity of the P.O.A., 
noting that a proposed plan has 
been filed with the Federal 
Energy Regulatory Commis- 
sion on the lake regulations 
The P.O.A. was generally in 
agreement with the plan, how- 
ever, they were disappointed 
that it did not follow some of the 
recommendations in the Lake 
Carrying Capacity Study 

A report on environmental 
issues was given by Ed 
Wanderer. He noted that the 
group has been following the 
actions at the Cherry Creek 
Watershed which involve acid 
mine drainage. Inspections 
have been held and the site is 
being treated. Analyses of the 
water are being taken four 
times a year, and the acid 
values in the creek are much 
the same as those falling in the 
rain 

Wanderer reported that the 
Department of Natural 

Resources has set up a monitor- 

ing systern in 15 locations on 

Deep Creek Lake to check the 

water and determine the trends 

in the changes of the water 
quality and also to monitor 
bacteria counts 

Eric Schwaab, lake manager, 
further reported on the system 

He reported that the Water 

Quality Monitoring System was 

not set up because of a decline, 

but because of the need for 
baseline data to study over the 
years. The study is designed 
after a 1973 fisheries admin 
istration study, and some com 
parisons can be made from that 
study 

A full comprehensive study 
will be taken monthiy in the 
spring and fall and bi-weekly in 
the summer. Schwaab noted 
that it will take at least a year to 
determine anything about the 
lake quality from the study

Commissioner Elwood L 
Groves II said, ‘We are liter- 
ally in state of siege in regard 
to this pest.'’ He noted that the 
problem is more wide-spread 
than ever before, and several 
areas which are heavily in- 
fested did not receive any 
spraying this year 

The commissioners noted 
that, in order to better control 
the problem, more resources 
from the county will be re- 
quired, and they hope the state 
will also commit more re- 
sources. Groves said, ‘We will 
do what we can at the county 
level to make this a top priority 
with the state people.” 

The Forestry Board noted, 
“The gypsy moth problem, 
though not confined to Western 
Maryland and still spreading, 
hit here earliest and hardest 
The forestry boards became 
concerned when local wood- 
lands began dying from the 
gypsy moth, and it developed 
that funding for the MDA spray 
program would not allow spray- 
ing of private woodlands.’ 

Several proposals have been 
developed by an ad hoc com 
mittee, including using a 50/50 
cost-share program for spray 
ing of private woodlands. As an 
interim measure, landowners

Begun in early May in Cecil 
County, and ending in Garrett 
County June 12, the aerial 
Spraying phase of Maryland's 
1969 Gypsy Moth Cooperative 
Suppression Program is now 
being evaluated by program 
staff 

Dimilin was used on about 
48,000 acres, while B.t. was 
applied aerially to trees on 
approximately 128,000 acres 
this year, for a program total of 
almost 176,000 state- and pri- 
vately-owned acres, plus 7,500 
acres of federally owned and 
managed land 

Insecticide was applied to 
localized tree-covered areas in

More B.t. was used than ever 
before because of the spread of 
gypsy moth to many waterside 
communities and to areas 
where streams and ponds were 
not sheltered by overhanging 
tree canopy. According to 
program staff, B.t. is the 
insecticide of choice for use in 
these areas 

Maryland's suppression pro- 
gram, implemented by the state 
Department of Agriculture, 
targets areas where tree loss 
would produce’ severe 
ecological, economic or esthetic 
impact on large numbers of 
citizens 

Designed to deal with large- 
scale infestations and to pre- 
vent severe defoliation and the 
necessity of spraying the same 
site two or more years in a row, 
Maryland's suppression 
program treats areas of 25 
acres or more which are at least 
50 percent wooded and contain a 
predominance of oak and other 
species preferred by the gypsy 
moth 

Effects of this year's pro 
gram have not yet been 
determined, but aerial surveys 
are presently underway using 
high altitude infrared photog- 
raphy to evaluate the effective- 
ness of treatment with either 
Dimilin or B.t. Also, the extent 
of tree defoliation will be 
indicated by these surveys 

Once defoliation damage has 
been assessed, the program 
moves into the survey phase 
Egg mass counts, plus data on 
land use, population, and types 
and numbers of trees will be 
used in a computer program to 
rank areas in order of potential 
damage, and planning for 1990's 
spray program will be in full 
swing

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Volatile And Complicated 


Recent actions by the U.S. Supreme Court have 
our nation in an uproar over several issues, but the 
one that seems to be spawning the most controversy 
is their ruling on abortion a few weeks ago. Their 
decision, in effect, gives individual states 
considerably more power to establish certain 
guidelines on abortion and seriously questions 
government subsidized abortions for the poor. It is 
the first major ruling that threatens the Roe vs. 
Wade decision in 1973 that legalized abortions. 

The abortion controversy is volatile, 
complicated, and probably unsolvable. No amount 
of debate between the pro-lifers and the pro-choicers 
is going to change the minds of significant numbers 
of people on either side. Practically every elected 
official in this land — local, state, and federal — 
would prefer that the issue did not exist. They would 
rather not touch it because it seems to be a no-win 
situation. But it is a matter that is going to have to be 
dealt with by our lawmakers, and soon. 

We believe the pro-lifers make the strongest 
case for their stand on abortion. It is our belief that 
abortion is murder, and there are strict laws in this 
country against murder. To us, life begins at 
conception and abortion at any time after that 
moment destroys a human life. While we agree there 
are occasionally extreme circumstances when 
abortion is advisable, as in the cases of rape, incest, 
and extreme danger to the mother, we vehemently 
disagree with the practice of using abortion as just 
another form of birth control. Parents choosing to 
terminate a pregnancy just because it is 
inconvenient, or they don’t want another child, or 
they feel they can’t afford it, or because it is a boy 
and they wanted a girl, are flimsy, selfish reasons 
that should be unacceptable in determining if and 
when an abortion is permitted. 

We would like to see most of the energy and 
money being expended on protesting and lobbying 
by persons on both sides of this issue be re-directed 
towards still more education of our young people in 
matters of sex, family planning, abortion, and 
related areas. We would like to see more responsible 
action by parents in the teaching and nurturing of 
their children. We would like to see more involve- 
ment of our churches in this issue, instead of ignor- 
ing it like so much of the rest of society. We would 
like to see the reduction of red tape currently neces- 
sary for the adoption of unwanted children by re- 
sponsible, caring couples. 

It is also true that if abortions are again 
outlawed, the dangerous, back-alley ‘‘practices’’ 
would resume. However, one could use this same 
argument to support the legalization of drugs, 
rationalizing that the drug dealers are the only ones 
gaining by keeping them illegal. Increased 
enforcement of the law is a more logical approach.

SUCCESS OF EUROPEAN TRADE MISSION 
WILL HELP BOOST MARYLAND'S ECONOMY 
by Governor William Donald Schaefer 

There is an old Yankee peddier’s saying that goes, ‘The time 
to make a sale is when you have a ready buyer.” 

I thought about that a couple of times during my recent trip to 
Europe. We were there to sell Maryland. We talked about the 
state's much improved port facilities. We talked about our trans- 
portation system and BWI Airport. We talked about Mary land as 
a tourist attraction and mentioned all the things people can do 
beaches, and sailing, mountains, hiking, whitewater — all sorts of 
things 

We talked about Baltimore and how close Washington is to 
almost anywhere in Maryland. 

We also talked about business opportunities and the booming 
high tech community that has developed in our state 

Out of all this talk came some real results. More than $20 
million in new investment and more than 300 new jobs. And there

We found ready buyers for what we were selling. Business- 
men and government officials in Europe sat up and took notice of 
all that Maryland has to offer. 
revel $0 million more tn a eS wee> A SMa sang 
Georg International, which has a sales and service office in Anne 
Arundel County, now wants to put a $5 million manufacturing 
plant there 

And another German firm said it would invest $6 million in 
Anne Arundel for development of the first fish farm for rockfish in 
the state 

Also, as a result of our efforts, we can expect increased traffic 
through the Port of Baltimore and more foreign passengers flying 
in and out of BWI 

But we learned in our discussion with federal officials in 
Frankfurt that we are not getting our fair share of the European 
tourist trade. So I have announced we are going to take a new 
approach. We are going to target our message to European 
tourists and be more precise about just what we have for them 

All of this means more income for Maryland, more jobs for 
our citizens, more opportunities for business 

People sometimes question our efforts to make Maryland a 
center of international trade. They ask me why we put so much 
emphasis on foreign trade. The answer is simple — we have to do 
it 

If we don't, we run the risk of a stalled state economy. We will 
lose ground to others who are out to take business away from 
Maryland 

I am not willing to accept that. I am not willing to see jobs and 
business revenues and state income go elsewhere because we 
failed to make the effort 

From my trip to Europe, I am more convinced than ever 
before that the countries of Europe are eager to do business in 
Maryland. Everywhere we went to Belgium, France, West 
Germany, the Netherlands — we were well received 

Europeans, who have a lot more experience in foreign trade 
than we do, understand that business is a two-way street. They 
need to buy from us if they are going to sell to us. We have ready 
buyers in Europe 

But we need to sell. Too many small and mid-size firms in 
Maryland still think that foreign trade is just for big companies 
We need to change this. Small companies often have an 
advantage in foreign trade. They can give foreign customers 
tailored products and services. And they can do it quickly 

We found that foreign business people are often more com 
fortable working with executives from small or mid-size firms 
And person-to-person relationships are very important in doing 
business overseas 

That's why our trip to Europe was so useful. We need to have 
our state officials meet and talk to state officials in other 
countries. We need our academic and business leaders to talk to 
academic and business leaders overseas. That's what Michael 
Hooker, president of University of Maryland Baltimore County, 
did on our trip with very good results. We need to build partner- 
ships and business relationships 

A couple of years ago, we made a trip to Europe and I was dis- 
appointed at how little the Europeans we met knew about the 
tremendous natural advantages of Maryland 

On my most recent trip, I am pleased to say, we are clearly 
doing a much better job of telling Maryland's story 

We have come a long way. But we still have a lot to do. Oppor 
tunity is knocking in Europe. In 1992, the few remaining trade 
barriers among the Common Market countries will be removed 
Europe will become the largest consurner market in the world 

On our trip, we sat down and talked to the officials who are 
planning this major change in the way Europe does business. We 
came away convinced that it was important for Maryland 
companies to get into this market early 

My office and the Maryland International Division on the 
seventh floor of the World Trade Center in Baltimore are eager to 
help any business that wants to explore expansion into foreign 
markets 

I welcome your letters and comments and the challenge of 
foreign trade facing Maryland, or about any other subject of 
interest to the citizens of Maryland.

Why Use The Library? 


by John E. Frank, Library Advocate, 
Western Maryland Public Libraries 

The Western Maryland Public Libraries are invaluable 
places for our citizenry to spend countless hours using available 
resources to assist them with their literacy demands. Each 
library has among its many pieces of information an updated 
bibliography of Lifelong Learning materials. There is something 
for everyone regardless of the person's reading level 

During the last few years illiteracy in this nation was finally 
recognized as a significant problem. The individual's chances of 
obtaining and holding a decent job, and our country's posture of 
being a leader in the production of goods and services, was being 
threatened because too many people had reading problems 
Today, the problem is still with us. While many people think of 
illiteracy as an affliction of inner city residents, studies have 
shown as much as sixty percent of the illiterate population resides 
in rural areas, small towns, and suburbs 

There are many techniques that illiterate adults have 
developed to hide their deficiency. This makes it difficult to find 
these illiterate people and provide them with assistance. It is this 
group that the libraries are trying to reach with materials and 
volunteer help 

Illiterate adults can find that using the library can be 
beneficial in many ways. First, the library is not a threatening 
place. It is not a school where a person may have met with failure 
The library is a quiet place, warm in its own right by the 
thousands of resources that are there to serve all ages of people 
People are there to assist you in finding something of interest. Not 
only are regular books and magazines on the shelves, but talking 
books are beginning to be available, video presentations may be 
signed out, records and tapes for your stereo systems are 
available. If you ask for something that might not be available, 
modern technology allows a library to ask the entire library 
system where and when that particular item might be available 
for you 

The library can help break the so called ‘‘hereditary"’ cycle of 
illiteracy. By taking children to the library, parents set a good 
example of using the library as a place to learn. This may help 
establish a pattern of lifelong learning in the children as well as 
begin a much belated pattern in the adult 

Most persons in our society know someone who needs help 
with his/her literacy skills. Try to get that person to the library 
Form a literacy coalition in your area, provided you do not 
already have one. Get the coalition to the library for a meeting to 
set goals for your community and to peruse the material that is 
currently available. Meet with your librarian and inquire about 
time and space for volunteers to work with people needing 
assistance. The library's roll in society may be seen by its funders

There is no better time than now to think about what you as an 
individual might wish to do concerning your community and the 
literary problem. Discuss the issues relevant to illiteracy, as it 
exists, and how resolutions may be brought about to help 
illuminate the problem. Use your library as a community 
learning center.

A representative from the 
Maryland Department of Agri- 
culture in Cumberland gave a 
report on the status of gypsy 
moths in western Maryland. He 
noted that a 49-day spray was 
completed over 75,000 acres 
from the Washington area to 
near Red House 

In Garrett County, 37,000 


acres dropped from the pro- 
gram to accommodate those 
areas most in need. About 8,059 
acres were in spray blocks on 
Deep Creek Lake, covering 
“virtually every tree on the 
lake front." 

Good results overall have 
been reported in the county, and 
a more detailed evaluation is 
underway, including infrared 
aerial photography 

The spraying program is 
known as “Gypsy Moth Sup- 
pression’’ because it cannot 
eradicate the moths, but does 
reduce their economic impact 
“The moth is here to stay. We 
do what we can, but we cannot 
eliminate them. We must learn 
to live with some level of 
infestation."’ 

Members were also given 
several tips on destroying the 
caterpillars on their property 
Each egg mass which is 
destroyed makes 500 to 1000 less 
caterpillars next spring. Each 
caterpillar that is destroyed 
saves several square feet of leaf 
surface, as well as destroying 
the number of eggs it would lay 

Besides dealing directly with 
the caterpillars, land owners 
can also help their landscape

Good Bear explained hoop 
dancing as ‘‘a tribal celebration 
of the Indian way of life. It is a 
dance that originated from the 
eagle. There are many stories 
that go with the dance, each 
tribe telling different stories 
about it." In the pow wow 
arena, Good Bear illustrated 
many of those stories, such as 
the eagle, and ended using 30 
hoops to form a sphere 
representing Mother Earth, all 
the time, keeping pace with the 
drum beat, or heart beat of the 
earth

Another feature of this year's 
pow wow centered on the 
environment, 
dealt with 
Traditionally, Indian people 
have worked with nature, not 
against it. In early times 
survival depended in large 
measure in finding the balance 
and harmony of the environ 
ment and on the individual's 
ability to learn from his sur 
roundings. Today, our more 
technologically-oriented 
civilization is beginning to 
appreciate those same con 
cepts 

Often in Indian prayers, 
blessings are invoked not just 
for man, but for ‘‘those who go 
on four legs, for those who 
crawl, for those who swim, and 
for those who fly."’ Some of the 
most beautiful of “those who 
fly" are the birds of prey 
eagles, hawks, and falcons 

A special guest at this year's 
pow wow was Floyd Presley, of 
Frostburg, who has been study 
ing and caring for birds of prey 
since the early 1960's. He is a 
master falconer, who breeds 
and rehabilitates birds of prey 
Because many of the species 
are protected by federal law, 
Presley is required to be 
licensed by the U.S. Govern- 
ment to handle and show the 
birds he cares for 

During the pow wow, Presley 
gave “hawk talks,"’ presenta- 


tions about his birds of prey, 
several of which attended the 
pow wow with him (a photo of 
one is enlarged behind the hoop 
dancer, Marty Good Bear) 
Presley says that birds of prey 
have their own niche in 
ecology. Often they are a 
barometer of man's own eco- 
logical dangers since many 
pollutants and environmental 
hazards that are destructive to 
birds of prey are also dangers to 
man. By studying these birds, 
he says environmentalists and 
ecologists are able to spot 
potential dangers to humans 
Presley's birds of prey took 
the pow wow and all its visitors 
in stride. They were not even 
bothered by the drum beat and 
the dancers just next door to 
their cage. Not like the poor, 
confused barn swallows that 
had a nest at the top of the 
arena, and were constantly 
swooping at the dancers in an 
effort to protect their young.

birds of prey 
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visitors from the Smithsonian 
Institution in Washington, D.C., 
attended the pow wow, and had 
a great time. One of their main 
interests was the craftspeople, 
and they spent a good deal of 
their time talking with the 
venders. On display and for sale 
was a large variety of colorful 
clothing, blankets, pottery, 
baskets, decorative art, and

WITH FENNEL & SCALLIONS 
1 whole, cleaned red snapper (about 5 to 6 pounds) 
or 3 pounds filets of any firm fish, rinsed and 
patted dry 
‘2 cup freshly squeezed lime juice (about 6 medium- 
size limes) 
“4 cup tamari or good-quality soy sauce 
2 teaspoons grated peeled fresh gingerroot 
‘2 teaspoon freshly ground black pepper 
‘2 cup cold-press sesame oil 
1 fennel bulb, trimmed and cut into 1-inch pieces 
10 scallions, trimmed, green parts only, cut into 
l-inch pieces 
In a shallow dish, place the snapper or arrange 
filets in a single layer. In a medium-size bowl, 
combine the lime juice, tamari, gingerroot, and salt 
and pepper with \« cup of the sesame oil.

Beginning this month, older 
horneowners who having 
trouble keeping up the house- 
hold and health care expenses 
may be able to get help from the 
Maryland Department of Hous- 
ing and Community Develop- 
ment. On July 1, DHCD began 
accepting applications for its 
new Reverse Equity Mortgage 
Program (REMP). REMP, like

REMP differs from a stan 
dard home equity loan in that 
the loan does not have to be re- 
paid until the

55 Alive/Mature Driving, an 
innovative, classroom driver 
retraining program designed to 
help older persons improve 
their driving skills, will be held 
on July 16 and 17 at the Oakland 
Fire Hall from 10 a.m. to noon 
and 1 to 3 p.m. both days 

Developed by the American 
Association of Retired Persons 
(AARP), 55 Alive/Mature 
Driving is the first comprehen- 
sive driver retraining course 
geared to the specific needs of 
older motorists 

The course material covers 
the effects of aging and medi- 
cations on driving, basic 
driving rules, license renewal, 
local traffic hazards, adverse 
road conditions, energy saving, 
and accident prevention 
measures 

A spokesman for the AARP 
said, ‘Research shows that 
older drivers are involved in 
more accidents than their 
middle-aged counterparts when 
the record is based on actual 
miles driven. The physical 
changes of aging create difficul- 
ties for many older drivers 
when yielding the right-of-way, 
backing, turning, changing 
lanes and entering and leaving 
expressways 

However, research also in 
dicates that older persons can 
improve their driving abilities 
through additional training, 
attention, and practice, en- 
abling them to maintain their 
driving licenses longer while 
driving safer.

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IT IS TIME TO RALLY ROUND THE FLAG 


A Personal Message from H. F. Glerke 
National Commander of The American Legion 
With the Support of National President Alice Galka 
Of The American Legion Auxiliary 


Congress shall make no law respecting an establishment of religion, or prohibiting the free exercise 
thereof; or abridging the freedom of speech, or of the press; or the right of the people peaceably to 
assemble, and to petition the Government for a redress of grievances. 


First Amendment 


When our Founding Fathers wrote the First Amendment to the Constitution, they made clear certain basic freedoms to be extended to all citizens. 
Eloquent in its simplicity, this first article of our Bill of Rights sets forth certain ‘‘unalienable Rights’’ never before guaranteed to a nation’s people. Surely 
when they had finished writing, the authors looked upon their work with a certain sense of pride, for even the most common of people would have no 
difficulty understanding their rights. 

As I now re-read this basic statement of human dignity and ponder the body of law that has sprung up around it, I ask myself how, in the name of all that 
our nation stands for, could our highest court interpret these words to mean that it’s okay to burn our flag in protest? 

On June 21st, Gregory Lee Johnson carved out his own tawdry place in history by challenging our right to protect from desecration the one symbol of our 
nation that has stood tall through shot and shell, and been purchased with the blood of patriots. Outside of an arena in Dallas where the Republican National 
Convention was being held in 1984, Johnson burned the United States Flag while he and fellow demonstrators chanted, ‘‘America, the red, white and blue, we 
spit on you!”’ 

Then, when the state of Texas prosecuted him for flag desecration, he wrapped himself up in the same flag he had burned and spat upon, and sought 
protection under the law it symbolizes. Eventually the Supreme Court heard the case and ruled that desecration of the flag as a form of political expression was 
permissible under the freedom of speech clause of the First Amendment. 

There are some who feel that the high court’s split decision merely reinforces the strength of our laws, in that we can tolerate the most repugnant of acts 
and extend First Amendment protection to those who exploit the very laws that shield them. There are some who feel that Johnson’s victory is a victory of us 
all because it keeps us off that ‘’slippery slope’’ whereupon our freedom of speech would surely slide away if curtailed in any manner. There are some who feel 
that this case proves that our flag is a political icon and nothing more. 

That’s how some people feel. I feel angry, disgusted and sick. It is difficult to speak about what has happened, yet it is impossible to be silent. 

What has happened to our nation? Why are we now debating the political and intellectual ramifications of the decision? Why are we patiently listening to 
this nonsense about how it enriches our American heritage? 

Why do we feel no joy over this great constitutional victory? 

I’ll tell you why. We’re dumbfounded. We know in our gut that this is wrong. Surely, neither our Founding Fathers, nor members of Congress, nor 
anyone in the history of our republic ever intended that anybody should be allowed to burn the very flag that has been draped on the caskets of those who died 
to preserve all that it represents. 

Let the whole world intellectualize it, and it won’t change a thing. Let the whole world politicize it, and it won't change a thing. This is neither a liberal 
issue nor a conservative issue. Our flag is neither a Republican flag nor a Democratic flag. Old Glory doesn’t subscribe to any creed but the American creed. 

Some take curious comfort in their belief that the court’s decision is merely an admission of reality. They point to the ‘‘gross commercialization”’ of the 

_ flag as it hails from the roof of the corner filling station or grocery store.

It flies as a celebration of our free enterprise system that affords every man and woman the opportunity to pursue their own private dreams as far as their 


talents and skills will take them. 

We are a nation born of immigrants, many of whom risked their lives to live under this flag. Whether they docked at Ellis Island or in San Francisco, one 
of the first sights they beheld was Old Glory waving proudly in the air that was free. They knew it was not the flag of their fathers, but it would be the flag of 
their children, and of their children’s children. 

Neither was it the flag of a perfect nation, but it was the banner of a good nation that strove for equal justice and opportunity for all. It was a flag that 
embodied all of their hopes for a better tomorrow. It was their flag, and the flag of their king — it was the flag they would revere, protect and even die for. 

Our flag stands in an honored place in our houses of worship because it is a symbol of our religious freedoms. It waves over our schools as a testament to 
our heritage and to our fredom of opportunity. It flies over our state houses and federal buildings as testimony to our representative form of government. And 
it flies in our yards and from our homes as a reminder that we are a free people today because of those who paid a dear price throughout all of our yesterdays. 

Many a Gold Star Mother knows only too well what our flag means. I met such a mother during a recent visit to Pennsylvania, a woman who had lost a 
son in Vietnam. She told me that each time she looks at or touches that folded flag presented to her by a grateful nation, she remembers her son and senses his 
presence. It’s easy to imagine what she is feeling right now. 

Is there any argument which could persuade anyone who has followed our flag into harm’s way that it’s now okay to tear it from its flagstaff, douse it 
with lighter fluid, spit on it, curse it and burn it . . . as an expression of free speech protected by the Constitution it symbolizes? 

You don’t have to be a veteran to understand what the American flag means, nor do you have to be a ‘‘super patriot’’ to understand that the symbols of 
our freedom deserve to be protected. Tens of thousands of brave, selfless American men and women have died to protect our flag from desecration at the hand 
of our enemies. We have a sacred obligation to ensure that their flag will not now be desecrated by those they died to protect. 

We as citizens must exercise our right under the First Amendment to ‘‘petition the Government for a redress of grievances.’ We must rally round our flag 
and demand a constitutional amendment making flag desecration a crime. In the words of Edmund Burke, ‘‘It is not what a lawyer tells me to do; but what 
humanity, reason, and justice tell me I ought to do.”’ 

And what we ought to do — what we must do — is send a united message to Washington and to every state legislature that ‘‘we, the people’’ will not 
permit anyone to legally desecrate the Flag of the United States of America. 

Our 16,000 American Legion Posts and 11,000 American Legion Auxiliary Units — 4 million members strong — have already begun a petition drive. But, 
if we are to succeed in ensuring the protection of our flag, this must be an American undertaking. We are committed to this cause and we are asking you to be 
committed with us. 

Therefore, | am inviting the people of this great nation to join with us and go into your communities armed with a petition stating: ‘‘We, the undersigned, 
hereby petition the adoption and ratification of an amendment to the Constitution of the United States of America providing that desecration of the United 
States Flag shall be a crime.”’ 

Send your petitions, no matter how many names they may contain, or your letter of support, or post card to: The American Legion, P. O. Box 538, 
Indianapolis, Indiana 46206. Your petitions and letters, along with ours, will be presented to the Speaker of the House of Representatives, to the President of 
the Senate, and to their counterparts in every state in the Union. 

This issue will not resolve itself. The Supreme Court's decision can only be reversed by the manifested will of a people who are stirred to action. It is an 
evil thing for a nation to permit its sacred symbols to be freely desecrated; it cheapens the lives and sacrifices of those who have given their last full measure of 
devotion for their country. Yet, as a wise man once observed, ‘‘The only thing necessary for the triumph of evil is for good men to do nothing.’”’ 

We stand on a slippery slope indeed, if we as a nation are not sufficiently offended by the desecration of our sacred symbols to be moved to action. I am 
confident, however, that we will have a redress of grievances that recognizes the rights of the millions who revere our flag and deeply oppose the destruction of 
this primary symbol of our American freedom.

House Approves 
Disaster Aid Bill 
For 1989 Crops 


Last week the U.S. House of 
Representatives approved 
legislation which would send 
relief to farmers whose crops 
have been damaged by severe 
weather conditions this year 

By voice vote, the House 
approved the Farm Bureau- 
supported disaster assistance 
bill (HR-2467), which basically 
is an extension of the 1988 dis- 
aster aid legislation 

“AFBF believes this assis- 
tance is warranted based upon 
the extent of crop losses that 
have already occurred in 1989 
and the fact that, in many 
cases, the federal crop in- 
surance program is still un- 
workable,"’ John Datt, execu- 
tive director of the AFBF Wash- 
ington office, said in a letter to 
all members of the House Agri- 
culture Committee. 

Under the legislation, pro- 
ducers will be eligible for dis- 
aster payments on crop produc- 
tion losses greater than 35 per- 
cent of normal production for

crops. Payments will be made 
at 65 percent of the target price 
or market price for losses be- 
tween 35 percent and 75 percent 
of the production. The payment 
rate will increase to 90 percent 
for losses exceeding 75 percent 
of norma! production. 

Two provisions of the new bill 
that differ from last year are: 
crop insurance will be required 
next year for all producers who 
receive disaster assistance and 
the definition of ‘damaging 
weather" was expanded to in- 
clude a freeze. 

Producers would not be re 
quired to obtain multiperil crop 
insurance if the coverage is not 
available, the producer's an 
nual premium rate is greater 
than 125 percent of the average 
premium rate for the 1989 crop 
or the rate is greater than 2 
percent of the disaster benefits 
received. Producers would be 
exempted from the insurance 
requirement if, on appeal to the 
county ASCS committee, it is 
determined the purchase of 
crop insurance would pose un- 
due financial hardship on the 
producer 

For producers of 1989 crops 
planted in 1988, crop insurance 
will be required only if losses 
exceed 65 percent. All other 
1989-crop producers will be re- 
quired to purchase crop in- 
surance next year 

The legislation also required 
the Agriculture Department to 
provide up to $25 million for 
livestock water development 
projects and $25 million for 
transportation assistance pro- 
grams

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Farmers Received 
Only 25 Cents Of 
*88 Food Dollar 


A dollar spent on food at the 
supermarket or restaurant in 
1988 provided only 25 cents to 
the U.S. farmer. The remaining 
75 cents covered other market- 
ing costs from packaging to 
profit, according to a ‘‘Who 
Gets Your Food Dollar?” bro- 
chure prepared by the Ameri- 
can Farm Bureau Federation 

Other components of the food 
dollar included 34.5 cents 
devoted to labor required in 
processing, marketing and 
serving, eight cents in pack- 
aging, 7.5 cents in rent and 
depreciation, 4.5 cents in trans- 
portation, 4.5 cents in advertis- 
ing, 3.5 cents in energy costs, 
three cents in before-tax pro- 
fits, two cents for interest 
charges, 1.5 cents for repairs, 
and six cents in such miscellan- 
eous items as insurance, 
property taxes, debt losses and 
accounting 

The farm value, labor and 
packaging segments were un- 
changed from 1987. Rent and 
depreciation and before-tax 
profits rose by 1/2 cent per 
dollar, while overall mis- 
cellaneous costs declined by one 
cent. 

The farm share of the food 
dollar varies greatly from one 
product to another. Eight cents 
of every dollar spent on bread 
goes to the wheat grower, while 
58 cents out of every dollar 
spent on beef goes to the pro- 
ducer. By comparison, hog pro- 
ducers receive 38 cents out of 
every dollar spent on pork 
Tomato growers receive eight 


on canned tomatoes and orange 
growers earn 21 cents from 
every dollar's worth of fresh 
oranges sold 

The brochure also examines 
the historic change in retail 
food prices. A look back shows 
that food prices haven't risen as 
fast as many other consumer 
goods. A dozen eggs, which sold 
for 21 cents at the turn of the 
century, now sells for an aver- 
age price of 79 cents. Five

Hints To Growers

Gypsy Moth Update 

This year Garrett County had the most serious infestation of 
gypsy moth in the state. Predictions are for even a greater A 
population next spring. This year’s weather conditions in all \ 
likelihood decreased the effectiveness of the spraying program . \ 
First of all, the excessive rainfall no doubt washed a lot of the 
insecticides from the leaf surface. Also, many times during cool 
weather the caterpillar will cease eating for a day or two. Now the 
caterpillar is starting into the pupae stage which is a smooth tear- 
drop shape, dark brown, motionless pupa that can get up to one 
inch long. You can find them clinging anywhere. This is a stage 
where they can easily be transported to other areas. Insecticides 
will not kill the pupa. However, there are a few things you can do 
to reduce the pupa population. First of all, when you find a pupa, 
just simply smash it. Burn old wood piles and brush piles. Turn 
your lawn furniture upside down to find the pupa. The pupa will 
also be found under other objects in the lawn. Inspect around the 
house foundation, around door frames, etc. In two or three weeks 
the pupa will hatch into the moth. The female has wings but she 
cannot fly. The male moth flies and breeds the female who will 
then deposit the egg mass. Although it is impossible to completely 
control the gypys moth from ground level, every pupa and egg 
mass you destroy does reduce the population. Get ready for a big 
battle next year 

Preparing Your Garden Vegetables for ‘‘Shelf-Life”’ 

The most important time to extend the freshness of your 
garden vegetables is immediately after harvesting. Such 
vegetables as lettuce, spinach, broccoli, cauliflower, and other 
leafy vegetables can deteriorate very fast. The trick to extending 
the freshness is to immediately cool these vegetables into the 
mid-30 degrees F. This can be accomplished by packing in ice or 
soaking in ice water. After the temperature has droppped, pack 
and store in the refrigerator.

Intensive plant- 
ing of row crops on the farms 
both of experimental! purposes 
and for feed crops for the Uni- 
versity’s farm animals re- 
quires a well-<developed conser- 
vation plan to control erosion 
and maintain soil fertility over 
the long term. 

West Virginia University has 
been a cooperator with the 
Monongahela Soil and Water 
Conservation District for 40 
years. By the mid-1980s, some 
of the older conservation prac- 
tices installed in the 1940s and 
‘30s needed to be replaced, and 
development of new barns and 
other facilities had caused 
others to become inadequate, 
especially on the Animal 
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Sciences Farm 

The College and Station, with 
assistance from the SCS, 
adopted a number of permanent 
and temporary conservation 
practices — including contour 
stripping, cover crops, ponds, 
troughs and drainage systems 
— designed to reduce soil loss. 

On the Animal Sciences 
Farm, the program has, to 
dtte, fequired™ he: instalater= 
of more than 25,000 feet of 
plastic drainage pipe, and the 
replacement of a large concrete 
watering trough installed in the 
1940s 

Pipes with diameters up to 15 
inches were used in the newly 
installed stormwater manage- 
ment system. The system was 
designed to accommodate both 
current needs and anticipated 
future development in the farm- 
stead and dairy areas. 

Part of the installation was a 
750x15-foot grassed waterway. 
Two varieties of erosion control 
mats, one from American 
Excelsior Co., Pittsburgh, and 
the other from Norwood, Inc., of 
Beckley, were installed on the 
waterway as a demonstration 
project; the manufacturers 
covered half of the materials 
cost as a donation to the Station 

On the Plant Sciences Farm, 
which has fewer buildings and 
paved areas, the water 
management system is mostly 
on the surface. SCS officials 
have worked to continually up- 
date the plan devised for the 
farm in the early 1980s, and the 
area is regularly monitored for 
continuing maintenance of drop 
boxes and other installations 

“We want the University 
Farms to serve as a demonstra- 
tion area for proper soil and 
water conservation practices,"’ 
says Dean Robert Maxwell 
“This ensures not only that we 
will provide a good example for 
other producers, but protects 
the investment the state has 
made in purchasing these 
farms for the Experiment 
Station's use." 

Like all SCS conservation 
plans, work on the University 
Farms is an ongoing project, 
and is being completed in 
Stages. Considerable work re 
mains to be done 

Wright says the SCS office 
has conducted several tours of 
the University’s conservation 
practices for interested 
farmers

Maryland's 
vey is the subject of a statistical 
report, The Forest Statistics for 
Maryland 1976-1986, 
available from the Department 
of Natural Resources’ Forest 
Park and Wildlife Service. In- 
cluded is an estimate of forest 
area, number of trees, timber 
volume, tree biomass, average 
annual growth, and timber 
products. Information is pro 
vided at the state level as well 
as unit and county levels 

Approximately every 10 
years, the U.S. Department of 
Agriculture's Forest Service 
conducts the survey to keep a 
record of forest characteristics 

Highlights of the survey show 
Maryland with about 2.7 million 
acres of forest land, making the 
state about 43 percent forested 
Ninety percent of Maryland's 
forest land 

is classified as timberland 
Timberland is defined as forest 
land capable of producing a 
crop of wood suitable for har- 
vest and not withdrawn from 
timber utilization. Oak/hickory 
is the dominant forest type of 
Maryland, showing about 60 
percent of the forest land and 
volume of the growing stock 
Apprc yimately @n percent of the 
State's timberland is held by 
private ownership 

The 1986 survey showed that 
Maryland's growing stock 
volume is 4.5 billion feet. This is 
an increase of 18 percent about 
the 1976 inventory.

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Local War Hero Laid To Rest 


TRIBUTE TO A HIGHLY DECORATED WAR HERO — 
Deimar C. Dilley, one of Garrett County’s most decorated Worid 
War I! veterans, recently passed away. Some past reminders of

“For his service to our 
country, we of the military 
service groups, and all of Gar- 
rett County salute Delmar C 
Dilley.” 

So stated Ronald L. Friend, 
American Legion commander 
Staff Sgt. Delmar C. Dilley was 
one of Garrett County's most 
decorated war veterans. He 
died July 3 at a Pittsburgh 
Veterans’ Hospital 

Dilley was laid to rest July 7 
amidst military honors from 
such organizations as the Honor 
Guard from the American 
Legion Post 71, Veterans of 
Foreign Wars (VFW) Post 
10077, and the Mountain Top 
Disabled American Veterans 
(DAV) 

Staff Sergeant Delmar C 
Dilley was the recipient of a 
Distinguished Service Cross, a 
Citation, and a Purple Heart 
His heroism in World War II 
was recognized by Major 
General M.S. Eddy, Command- 
ing General, Third Service, 
Baltimore. He was presented 
the Distinguished Service Cross 
by President Harry S. Truman, 
February 8, 1946, at the White 
House. His Citation reads: 

“For extraordinary heroism 
“on “P ebruaey—7,- 1215, - near 
Biesheim, France 

“When his company was halt- 
ed and driven to cover by 
blistering enemy fire, Private 
Dilley charged more than 100 
yards over exposed, icy ground 
in a one-man assault on a 
German heavy machine gun 
Although enemy bullets tore 
through his cheeks and jaws, he 
fired a grenade into the hostile 
emplacement at 15 yards, 
killing all four of the crew 

‘Bleeding profusely and 
dizzy with pain, this intrepid 
rifleman then ran 75 yards, 


engaged 100 German riflemen, 
and in an hour's combat killed 
10 of the enemy.” 

According to American 
Legion Commander Ron 
Friend, the veterans concluded 
the service ‘‘with a great 
feeling of loss but with equally 
great pride for the life of their 
fellow comrade” 

In honor of the departed hero, 
his uniform, Distinguished 
Service Cross, Citation, and 
Purple Heart are now on dis- 
play at the Garrett County 
Historical Museum. 

Mr. Dilley owned Dilley Well 
Drilling Company, which 
serviced Garrett County and 
surrounding West Virginia for 
over 40 years 

He lived with his wife, Arlena, 
in the home that they built in the 
Rosedale section of Oakland 
They raised five children, had 
12 grandchildren, and 2 great- 
grandchildren 

When not working, Dilley 
enjoyed hunting, fishing and 
traveling 

In his retirement, Dilley was 
active in the American Legion, 
VFW and DAV, serving on 
many committees and holding 
numerous offices. Most 
racentlyhe was Figsh Vice Com. 
mander of American Legion 
Post 71

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Single Greatest Moment 


It was 20 years ago today that one of man’s 
greatest accomplishments unfolded before the eyes 
of millions of people. To many of our younger 
citizens, the event seems almost like ancient history. 
To those of us who were glued to our television sets 
on that July evening, the recollection of what we 
witnessed evokes the return of a unique feeling of 
excitement, wonder, and awe. 

We are referring, of course, to the first landing 
on the Moon by human beings, when astronaut Neil 
Armstrong took ‘‘one small step for man, one giant 
leap for mankind” on the lunar surface. It was the 
single greatest moment to date in our space 
program and there has been no event in the program 
since then to surpass or even equal that greatness. 
Indeed, in the realm of all of man’s 
accomplishments, the lunar landing would have to 
rank near the top. 

Few believed President John F. Kennedy when, 
in 1961, he vowed that, by the end of that decade, we 
would land men on the Moon and then bring them 
safely back to Earth. In 1961 we had almost none of 
the technology necessary to even consider such a 
feat. But JFK presented the challenge, the 
government provided the funds, and subsequent 
administrations continued to support the effort until 
it became a reality and fulfilled Kennedy's pledge. 

The narrow mind questions the value of such 
great expenditure of funds and risk of human life for 
space exploration. We knew long before we ever 
walked on the Moon that it was a barren, desolate 
sphere that could never support human life, or life of 
any kind. However, the broad mind realizes that the 
benefits gained by our space program, benefits that 
literally affect our every-day quality of life, are 
almost innumerable, in the fields of communication, 
medicine, electronics, plastics, and scores of others. 
Our first Moon walk was also valuable beyond 
measure in terms of what it did for our sense of 
national pride and patriotism. 

On this 20th anniversary, new goals for space 
are being discussed by our president, Congress, and 
NASA officials. They include establishment of an 
orbiting space station, a base station on the Moon, 
and ultimately a manned trip to Mars. The major 
catch right now is how to fund such a monumental 
effort. We predict, however, that although it will 
take time, ways will be found to finance this new 
challenge and within the next 10 or 15 years, we will 
watch American astronauts take the first human 
step on the planet Mars. And this time it will even be 
in color.

Robert Rivest, a highly versatile mime, is able to evoke a 
myriad of emotions from his audience without uttering a sound 
In a world filled with televisions, radios, compact discs and head- 
phone sets, his act is a refreshing change of pace. The Friday 
night audience at the Garrett Lakes Arts Festival seemed to 
agree as he held them at rapt attention for nearly two hours 

Rivest has the precision and control of a dancer. His sense of 
timing and mastery of facial expressions are those of a well- 
seasoned actor. These skills, combined with raw talent, enable 
him to produce a wonderfully versatile performance 

A large dose of comedy was incorporated into most of 
Rivest’s sketches. His antics produced a good many laughs from 
the audience. He also gave a vivid portrayal of a tragic character 
in a poignant sketch entitled ‘The Slave Ship." Rivest made the 
audience feel the pain, struggle, sense of hopelessness and final 
peace of the beaten, shackled slave. Rivest also gave a touching 
performance of a factory worker as he experienced various 
emotions while trying to reconcile his hopes, dreams and spiritual 
desires with his current lot in life 

Rivest's versatility was again in evidence in his more com- 
plex sketches in which he switched roles and played several char 
acters during the same scene. In ‘The Wide World of Sports,” 
“The Skier” and ‘The Gym," Rivest created hilarious comedy 
scenes by conjuring up more than on character in each sketch 

At one point he involved the audience in his act by turning up 
the lights and interacting with the audience in several short 
comedic performances. He even persuaded several! members to

Sees Moth Damage 


The Garrett County Forestry 
Board met July 10 in the Forest, 
Park and Wildlife office at Mt 
Nebo, to review the plans for 
the 1989 Forest Conservation 
Workshop, scheduled for July 
30-August 5 at Camp Hickory, 
and to finalize arrangements 
for a tour of gypsy moth in- 
fested areas in Allegany County 
for the elected officials of the 
four western counties 

This year's Workshop will 
consist of approximately 56 stu- 
dents — 42 boys and 14 girls 
who have been selected by their 
local forestry boards based on 
their interest in pursuing a 
career in a conservation related 
field.

Southern Middle School, which 
would save approximately 
$19,000. The food would be 
moved about 400 feet, and the 
kitchen would remain intact at 
Broad Ford, where a minimal 
amount of food would still be 
prepared 

Following a discussion, there 
was a motion to go with the 
satelliting, with a report on the 
progress after six months of 
operation 

Board members Carol Clark, 
Rodney Durst, and Beverly 
Sines-Murphy voted in favor of 
the proposal, while Charles 
Teets voted against it. Board 
president Mikal Moomau also 
wished to go on record as being 
opposed to the proposal 

Another item of discussion 
was an update on the school 
building program, which 
centered on the possible 
renovation of Southern High 
School 

Superintendent of Garrett 
County Schools Dr. Jerome 
Ryscavage noted that a meet 
ing was held with the architect 
several weeks ago to see what 
could be done, perhaps on a 
phased-in basis, to complete the 
project 

The architect divided the 
project into two phases, with 
the end result much the same as 
was planned earlier. If only the 
first phase were completed, 
everything would be completed 
except the cafeteria, gym 
nasium and auxiliary 
gymnasium 

Ryscavage noted that, at a six 
percent cost escalation, from 
July, 1989, to July, 1990, the first 
phase would $6,442,000 
which is ‘‘not too far off from 
the commissioners’ funds 
This figure does not include the 
architect § fees of hew equip 
ment costs 

Phase two would begin in July 
of 1991, and would cost around 
$1,915,000, not including the fee 
or equipment costs 

Ryscavage noted that

next step will be to meet with 
the IAC on August 2 to ‘see 
whether or not this approach 
would be feasible from all direc- 
tions. In approaching the IAC, 
we would be looking at a partial 
project with hopes of 
completing it in phase two."’

Controlling the Mexican Bean Beetle 

There are plenty of insects around this year, and the Mexican 
Bean Beetle is one of them. Actually the bean plant can stand 
some defoliation before it really affects production of beans. The 
beans should be treated if defoliation exceeds 20 percent during 
pre-bloom or 10 percent during podding and there is a population 
potential for further defoliation. Wait until hatch or adult 
emergence when eggs and pupae are present. There are several 
insecticides that are available. Probably the most safest and 
widely used insecticide is Sevin 


Harvesting Okra 

An Okra pod usually reaches harvesting maturity four to six 
days after the flower opens. The pods are 3 to 3.5 inches long at 
this stage and are tender and free of fiber. Pick pods at least 
every second day. Large and undesirable pods should be removed 
to permit the plant to continue to bear over a long period. The 
Okra pods should be kept at temperatures between 50 and 55 
degrees F. They are subject to chilling injury below 50 degrees F

Several dairy farmers are running low on corn silage and are 
starting to replace it with this spring harvested haylage. In most 
instances the haylage will not have near the energy content of 
corn silage. Without an adequate supply of energy in the ration, 
you will see a drop in milk production.

Questions and Answers on Hormone Use in Beef 

Q: Just how beneficial are the hormone implants? 

A: Savings in feed costs (better feed conversion) and in time 
(faster growth) amount to $50 or more per slaughter animal. 
Also, implanted animals weigh more when they are ready for 
market and they contain relatively more meat and less fat than 
non-implanted animals. USDA has estimated that the 
improvement in production efficiency, plus increases in the 
production of lean meat per carcass, result in an economic benefit 
of $80 or more per head. The maximum benefit requires use of 
hormone implants at the different stages of an animal's 
production period. 

Q: How much hormone is there in beef? 

A: The amount of hormone in beef whether from implanted or 
non-implanted cattle is infinitesimal and without any 
physiological significance. One scientific review showed that the 
amount of estrogen in a cooked 3-02. serving of beef from a non- 
implanted steer was 1.3 nanograms, (a nanogram is 1 billionth of 
a gram). The amount in beef from an implanted steer was 1.9 
nanograms. Those figures compare, for example, with 480,000 
nanograms of estrogen produced every day by a non-pregnant 
woman.

THE NAME YOU NEED TO KNOW: 
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Keep A Liaison... 


It has been about two months since the special 
referendum to determine whether or not Garrett 
County would float bonds for school renovation 


projects. 


The resounding defeat of that issue 


remains somewhat of a bitter pill for those of us who 
supported the referendum question; however, it 
appears that something positive has come out of that 


defeat. 


It was announced a few weeks ago that a 
representative of the county commissioners had 
been invited by the Garrett County Board of 
Education to serve as a liaison between the board 
and the commissioners. Robert Fousek, the county 
administrator, has been appointed to serve in that 
capacity and will attend various meetings of the 
board that concern the school renovation projects. 
He will provide input from the commissioners’ angle 
and also transport information from the board back 
to the commissioners so both parties will be better 
informed and the lines of communication will 


remain clear and active. 


We suggested several years ago that there 
should be more of this type of cooperation between 


the board of education 


and the commissioners, 


particularly when it comes to developing the board's 
budget. We never understood, for example, the logic 
of the board's negotiating salary contracts in good 
faith with the teachers, reaching an agreement with 
the teachers, and THEN going to the commissioners 
and asking for enough funds to cover the bargain. 
The board of education has the responsibility of 
developing its budget, yet it has no fiscal authority 
whatsoever. It is not unlike signing a contract on a 
house before finding out if the bank will approve 


one's mortgage. 


Of course, Fousek has been appointed to serve 
as a liaison on just one issue — school renovation. 
We would like to see such a relationship continue 
into the budget process for next year. Because of 
time constraints and Fousek's other responsibilities, 
it may not be possible for him to continue in this new 
capacity, but perhaps someone else could do so. 
Even if it means hiring another person, possibly on a 
part-time basis, we believe it may be well worth it if 
it eliminates some of the guesswork, delays, and 
hassles between the board and the commissioners at 


budget time. 


Good communication is one of the major keys to 
the success of any relationship. Because the board of 
education budget is the largest of all the county 
agency budgets, and also the most important, we 
strongly endorse the liaison concept.

An 
unborn baby is the property of 
the owner (mother) and she can 
have the child killed at her re- 
quest, even up to the time of 
birth if her doctor agrees 

July 30, 1989 The US 
Supreme Court upheld three 
key provisions of a 1986 Mis- 
souri Law in Webster vs. Repro- 
ductive Health Services. The 
Court upheld provisions which 
barred public employees from 
performing or assisting in an 
abortion other than to save the 
mother's life, forbade the use of 
public buildings to perform 
abortions (except to save the 
mother's life), and required 
doctors to test for viability 
when they think the unborn 
child scheduled to be aborted is 
over 19 weeks old 

The immediate practical 
effect of ‘Webster’ is that 
Maryland and other States are 
free to pass legislation along the 
lines enacted in Missouri and to 
test the waters on other aspects 

Abortion is only one part of a 
larger social question. Is every 
human life of equal worth and 
worthy of protection and loving 
care? Some people feel quite 
strongly that other humans 
should be ‘‘terminated”’ if their 
‘quality of life’’ does not meet 
certain criteria. Perhaps, they 
are unplanned, imperfect or not 
properly productive 

Lat us learn from history, in 
Germany before the Nazi rule 
the selective death of unde 
sirables had already begun 
hHitier sirmply built on the foun-

“It was respected psychi-

State, County

Fall In May 


Maryland's employment rose 
to ihe mughest point in ine state s 
history, reaching 2,414,958 dur 
ing May 1989 and surpassing 
May 1988's estimate by more 
than 72,000 workers, according 
to data released by the Mary 
land Department of Economic 
and Employment Development 
(DEED). The previous all-time 
high of 2,411,321 was set in July 
1988 

However, with only addi 
tional persons counted 
unemployed and 12,614 persons 
joining the labor force, Mary 
land's estimated unemploy 
ment rate for May 1989 stood 
unchanged at April's 3.8 per 
cent. May 1988's statewide rate 
was 4.7 percent 

In Garrett County, the jobless 
rate dropped from 8.5 percent in 
April to 7.6 percent in May, well 
below the May 1988 rate of 9.4 
percent 

Garrett County's drop in un- 
@iMpléyinent Wis’ made’ tidte™” 
significant by the fact that 
May's labor force was more 
than 200 higher than April's 
(12,939 compared to 12,732). Of 
those totals, 11,953 were 
employed in May compared to

Much more 
than a ‘“‘companion"’ service, 
her day care provides a 
stimulating environment for 
those adults who are unable to 


function independently 

Adult day care...the concept 
may still be foreign to some of 
us, but it is becoming an in- 
creasingly important one in 
modern society. With today's 
longer life spans and a sharply 
growing senior citizen popula- 
tion, coupled with the growing 
number of two-career families, 
the advent of structured adult 
day care is a welcome alter- 
native for many families. Adult 
day care allows elderly or hand 
capped participants, who are 
not able to function in- 
dependently, to live with their 
families, as opposed to being in- 
stitutionalized 

According to Marsha McKen- 
zie, health department coor- 
dinator of Garrett County's 
Adult Day Care program, many 
senior citizens are currently in- 
stitutionalized in long-term 
care medical facilities because 


tion independently and require 
constant supervision. In these 
facilities, patients such as those 
stricken with Alzheimer's 
Disease and Related Disorders 
(ADRD) are often 
overmedicated simply so the 
care providers can more easily 
control their actions. For these 
patients, a non-medical, closely 
supervised environment is a 
viable option 

When considering non- 
medical adult day care, one is 
faced with two basic options 
adult day care centers and in- 
home adult day care. Garrett 
County is currently par- 
ticipating in a state pilot pro 
gram of in-home adult day care,

or family day care for adults 
The program is sponsored by 
the Department of Health and 
Mental Hygiene 

Family day care homes, such 
as that of Chris Hinkle, are well- 
regulated, as would be the 
larger day care centers. The 
providers are licensed by the 
state or local county agency 
Prior to her certification, Chris 
received training in nutrition, 
basic first aid, safe exercises 
for her participants, recrea- 
tional activities, and a general 
overview of adult health 
monitoring. The home of any 
potential provider is inspected 
to ensure that standards of 
health and safety are met. The 
references and backgrounds of 
each provider are scrutinized, 
as well 

Each family day care center 
is limited to three participants 
and one provider. The provider 
has some latitude in 
establishing a daily regime that 
is best suited to his or her par- 
ticipants. The provider plans 
menus for two hot meals and 
one snack (this can also work 
out to one hot noon meal and 
two snacks) that are designed 
to fulfill all the daily nutritional 
requirements of the adult par- 
ticipants. The menus are sub- 
mitted one month in advance to 
the Garrett County Health 
Department for approval 

While specific activities vary 
for each participant, all par- 
ticipants join in daily exer- 
*ises, sing-alongs, and struc- 
tured recreational activities 
such as arts and crafts 

At the Hinkle home, Chris 
plans the more structured ac- 
tivities for the afternoons and 
allows time in the mornings for 
Ray to delve into his crossword 
puzzles and Sarah to crochet 
her afghans. It is then that 
Marry revels in what is, 
sometimes, the one activity that 
seems to bring her joy...playing 
with babies. Yes, at Chris’ 
house there is a baby, Shane 
Weaver, whose company all 
three of the elderly participants 
seem to enjoy immensely. Of 
course, Shane seems to ap 
preciate the interaction every 
bit as much 

After observing Chris Hinkle 
at work, one can't help but feel 
that her clients are fortunate to 
be in her care. Her energy and 
enthusiasm seem boundless

new and different ways of 
reaching her clients and enhan- 
cing the quality of their lives 

Donna Gilpin, located in 
Grantsville, is currently the 
other adult family day care pro- 
vider in the county. Her daily 
activities are basically the 
same as Chris’, with the order 
of morning and afternoon ac- 
tivities being somewhat revers- 
ed. She works hard at constant- 
ly orienting her participant, 
who suffers from ADRD. Each 
day, her participant finds a 
large sign in Donna's home that 
displays the day and the date 

According to Donna, the most 
challenging aspect of her job is 
keeping her participants 
oriented to the present. She, 
however, finds her work with 
the elderly quite rewarding, 
and appreciates the flexibility 
that working in her own home 
provides 

Donna's client often helps 
prepare a meal, which accor- 
ding to Marsha McKenzie, is 
part of the goal of the entire pro- 
gram. Family adult day care is 
designed to help the par- 
ticipants achieve the highest 
level of independent functioning 
possible. The participants are 
encouraged to take part in the 
running of the households. In 
Chris’ home, for example, 
Sarah dries the dishes two days 
each week 

The care that Chris and Don- 
na provide is partially and 
sometimes fully subsidized by 
the state. The state will cover 
up to six hours of care per day

THE CARING IS EVIDENT 
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Sometimes a longer schedule 
may be arrived at, with finan- 
cial arrangements made bet- 
ween the individual care pro 
vider and the clients. 

The providers form a budget 
from their income, from which 
they purchase such things as 
the groceries and arts and 
crafts supplies used in their pro- 
grams 

Is this economically feasible” 
It is, according to Chris Hinkle, 
however economics do not seem 
to be the primary motivation 
for the present care providers 
in the program. Chris pointed 
out that she cannot depend on 
her income, some of her clients 
may miss a day, and she is paid 
on a daily basis 

Economics, however, play a 
major role in the future of the 
program. The law requires the 
care providers to obtain in- 
surance coverage worth 
$300,000 for each participant in 
their homes. At the time, a year 
ago, that Chris and Donna ac- 
tivated their insurance policies, 
both were able to attach 
relatively inexpensive riders to 
their homeowners insurance 
policies. The insurance industry 
has since tightened its regula- 
tions. At this date, care pro 
viders have received quotes for 
riders that would cost them as 
much as $1,200 annually, a pro- 
hibitive cost for most. While the 
companies are continuing to 
honor Chris’ and Donna's ex- 
isting policies, the enormous in- 
crease in the cost of new 
policies is a direct threat to the

The Governor's Advisory 
Board for Telecommunications 
for the Disabled will conduct its 
first-ever meeting in Western 
Maryland on the carapus of 
Frostburg State University on 
Thursday, August 3. A public 
information session, which will 
precede the business agenda, 
will explain the development of 
a telephone access system for 
disabled individuals, beginning

Open to the public, the in- 
formation session will address 
equa! telephone access for hear- 
ing- and speech-impaired indi- 
viduals. Members of the board 
are hoping to gather insight into 
the needs of disabled indi- 
viduals in relation to equal tele- 
phone access. ‘‘Al) interested 
individuals are encouraged to 
take advantage of this oppor- 
tunity to voice their opinion,” 
commented Dr. Bruce Stahl, 
board member and assistant to 
the president at FSU 

This Western Maryland meet- 
ing is one in a series of state- 
wide information gathering ses- 
sions concerning equal tele- 
phone access for hearing- and 
speech-impaired persons 

Established as a direct result 
of legislation, the advisory 


board works in conjunction with 
the newly-created Telecom- 
munications for Disabled Indi- 
viduals Program, a division of 
the State Department of Human 
Resources. A state-wide tele- 
phone relay service, the Tele- 
communications for Disabled 
Individuals Program was man- 
dated by the 1987 Legislature 
and is to begin operations by 
1990 under the Department of 
Human Resources 

“The Advisory Board will 
play a crucial role in the 
development of rules and regu- 
lations under which the pro- 
grams will operate deaf, 
deaf/blind and speech-impaired 
Marylanders would do well to 
come to the meeting and share 
their thoughts and concerns,” 
expressed Willis Mann, pro- 
gram director. 

The ll-member advisory 
board, appointed by Maryland 
Governor William Donald 
Schaefer in February, is re- 
sponsible for studying possible 
ways to develop a relay system 
for Maryland and creating a 
pilot program, based on the 
needs of hearing- and speech- 
impaired individuals 

Delegate Casper R. Taylor, 
Jr., an Allegany County dele- 
gate to the Maryland General 
Assembly, supports the 
development of a systern which 
would open the use of telephone 
lines to all state residents.

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Fate Of Three Proposed Amendments 


On Saturday, September 9, 
West Virignia voters will hold a 
special election to decide the 
fate of three proposed amend- 
ments to the state constitution 
A simple majority (50 percent 
plus one) of those voting is re- 
quired for passage. Complete 
copies of the amendments are 
available from the 
Legislature's Office of Public 
Information at 600-642-8650 or 
304-348-8905 

Proposed amendment num- 
ber one has been titled the 
‘Education Reorganization 
Reform Amendment."’ The 
West Virginia Constitution cur- 
rently provides for a board of 
education consisting of nine 
members, to be appointed by 
the governor, by and with the 
advice and consent of the Sen- 
ate. Appointments are for nine- 
year terms, with no more than 
five members belonging to the 
same political party. Members 
are protected from removal by 
the governor. The state superin- 
tendent serves at the will of the 
board, and the legislature has 
full control over the education 
budget 

With passage of this amend- 
ment, the functions of the board 
and superintendent would likely 
be placed under the new 
Department of Education and 
the Arts created by the legis- 
lature during the special ses- 
sion. Presumably, the governor 
would be granted complete 
authority to hire and fire, sub- 
ject to office politics. This 
amendment is supported by the 
West Virginia Department of 
Education and the Arts 

WVEA), but opposed by a 
number of other groups. There 
is reportedly no evidence that 
passage of this amendment 
would increase efficiency in 
government or provide a better 
education for West Virginia's 
children 

Amendment number two, the 
‘County Organization Reform 
Amendment,"’ is to allow alter- 
nate form of local government 
and consolidation 

An important provision of this 
amendment would provide for 
county option elections on

In practice this amendment 
would provide for a single 
city/county government with 
the power to levy all current 
municipal and county taxes and 
fees, and perhaps some new 
ones, at different rates in dif 
ferent portions of the county. It 
is feared by some that passage 
of this amendment could effec- 
tively deny representation to 
those outside of the ‘county 
seat,’’ as they lose out in the 
political numbers game 


Amendment number three 
has been named the ‘‘Better 
Government Amendment."’ Its 
purpose would be ‘to amend the 
state constitution so as to 
eliminate the offices of secre- 
tary of state, treasurer, and 
commissioner of agriculture as 
constitutional offices; to vest 
the responsibility for the exer- 
cise and performance of the 
powers and duties of such 
offices in such departments of 
state government and persons 
as shall be prescribed by law; 
to limit the number of terms of 
office for the auditor and 
attorney general; and to repeal 
an archaic provision of the 
constitution."’ 


With passage of this amend- 
ment, the functions of the 
treasurer would likely be 
placed under the new Depart- 
ment of Administration, and the 
functions of Commissioner of 
Agriculture under the new 
Department of Commerce, 
Labor, and Environmental 
Resources. It is not clear what 
would be done with the duties of 
the secretary of state. These in 
clude a variety of largely 
clerical functions, but the secre- 
tary of state is also, notably, the 
chief election official of the 
state and chief of voter regis- 
tralion 

On the commissioner of agri- 
culture section of the amend- 
ment, those opposing feel the 
issue is not efficiency but 
independence. They feel that 
current constitutional reference 
to this office as an elected mem- 
ber of the Executive Depart- 
ment ensures insulation from 

paliiies inthe gayernor;s office 
Moreover, the commissioner of 
agriculture is the only official in 
Charleston specifically charged 
with serving the needs and 
interests of rural people.

JELLIES & JAMS 
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PEAR PRESERVE 

2% ibs. sound, ripe pears 
2 cups/1 lb. preserving sugar 
2 cups/16 fl. ozs. water 
1 lemon 
1 tablespoon marc or liqueur 

Buy or pick the pears before they are quite ripe 
and set one aside to test for ripeness, it should not feel 
soft but should be very juicy when cut. Peel and core 
the pears and drop into a large bow! of cold water 
acidulated with the lemon juice. Drain the pears and 
place in a preserving pan, adding the sugar and 
water. Bring slowly to a boil while stirring. When 
tender, break the fruit up by stirring well with a 
stainless steel whisk. Continue boiling gently until the 
preserve is thick enough. Transfer the hot mixture 
into prepared jars and sprinkle the surface of each jar 
with a few drops of pear marc, liqueur or brandy to 
add more flavour. Seal tightly and keep in a dark, dry 
place. 


APPLE JELLY 
6 pounds apples, stemmed and coarsely chopped 
6 cups water 
3 cups sugar 


2 tablespoons lemon juice 

Combine apples and water in a large Dutch oven, 
bring to a boil. Cover, reduce heat, and simmer 20 to 
25 minutes. Strain apples through a jelly bag or 4 
layers of cheesecloth, reserving 4 cups juice. Discard 
pulp. Combine 4 cups juice, sugar, and lemon juice in 
Dutch oven, bring to a rolling boil, stirring frequently. 
Boil until mixture reaches 220° on candy 
thermometer, stirring frequently. Remove Dutch 
oven from heat, and skim off foam with a metal 
spoon. Quickly pour jelly into hot sterilized jars, 
leaving %-inch headspace. Seal with a 1/8-inch layer 
of paraffin, and cover with lids. Yield: about 4 half 
pints. 


BLACKBERRY JELLY 

4 to 6 quarts blackberries 
7% cups sugar 
2 (3-ounce) packages liquid fruit pectin 

Press enough blackberries through a sieve to 
extract 4 cups juice. Combine 4 cups juice and sugar 
in a Dutch oven, bring to a rolling boil. Cook 1 minute, 
stirring frequently. Add fruit pectin, and bring to a 
boil, continue boiling 1 minute, stirring frequently. 
Remove from heat, and skim off foam with a metal 
spoon. Quickly pour jelly into hot sterilized jars, 
leaving %-inch headspace. Seal with a 1/8-inch layer 
of paraffin, and cover with lids. Yield: about 7 half 
half pints. 


BLACKBERRY JAM 

9 cups (about 4 pounds) crushed blackberries 
6 cups sugar 

Combine blackberries and sugar in a large Dutch 
oven, slowly bring to a boil, stirring occasionally until 
engar dissolves. Boil 30 to 40 minutes. stirring 
frequently, until jam reaches desired consistency. 
Skim off foam with a metal spoon. Quickly ladle jam 
into hot sterilized jars, leaving ‘%-inch headspace, 
cover at once with metal leds, and screw bands tight. 
Process in boiling-water bath 15 minutes. Yield: 3 
pints. 


LEMON PEACH PRESERVES 

2 lemons, quartered and seeded 
12 peaches, peeled and finely diced 
6 cups sugar 
1 bottle (6 oz.) liquid pectin 

Puree lemons, mix pureed lemons with peaches 
and sugar in 4-quart casserole. Microwave 35-40 
minutes on high, or until bubbly, stir occasionally. If 
boiling occurs, reduce power to simmer or half power 
last 5-10 minutes of cooking. Stir in pectin. Cool, fill 
glass jars and cover. Preserves will keep 4 months 
refrigerated. Makes 3 quarts preserves. Use to glaze 
ham or spread over pancakes or waffles. 


PEAR-APPLE JAM 
4 cups prepared fruit (about 2% Ibs. fully ripe pears 
and 1 medium apple) 

1 teaspoon ascorbic acid crystals 
% teaspoon cinnamon 
3% cups (1 Ib. 7 oz.) sugar 
1 box Sure Jell light fruit pectin 

First prepare the fruit. Peel and core about 2% 
pounds pears and 1 apple. Finely chop or grind. 
Measure 4 cups into large bowl. Add ascorbic acid 
crystals and cinnamon. Then make the jam. Measure 
sugar. Combine pectin with “% cup of the sugar. 
Gradually add pectin mixture to fruit, stirring 
vigorously. Set aside for 30 minutes, stirring 
occasionally. Gradually stir in sugar until dissolved. 
Ladle quickly into scalded containers. Cover at once 
with tight lids. Let stand at room temperature 
overnight, then store in freezer. Small amounts may 
be covered and stored in refrigerator up to 3 weeks. 
Makes 5% cups or about 7 (8 fl. oz.) containers. 
Note: To prevent pears from browning while 
preparing, place in cold water, drain and pat dry 
before chopping. 


GRAPE BURGUNDY JELLY 
2% cups prepared juice (about 2% Ibs. fully ripe 
Concord grapes) 

% cup Burgundy wine 
5% cups (2% lbs.) sugar 
% cup water 
1 box Sure Jell fruit pectin 

First prepare the juice. Thoroughly crush, one 
layer at a time, about 2% pounds Concord grapes. 
Place crushed fruit in jelly cloth or bag and let drip. 
When dripping has almost ceased, press gently. 
Measure 2% cups into large bowl or pan. Add wine. 
Then make the jelly. Thoroughly mix sugar into juice, 
let stand 10 minutes. Mix water and fruit pectin in 
small saucepan. Bring to a full boil and boil 1 minute, 
stirring constantly. Stir into the juice. Continue 
stirring 3 minutes. (A few sugar crystals will 
remain). Ladle quickly into scalded containers. 
Cover at once with tight lids. Let stand at room 
temperature 24 hours, then store in freezer. Small 
amounts may be covered and stored in refrigerator 
up to 3 weeks. Makes about 6 cups or about 7 (6 fi. oz.) 
containers. 

Note: For ease in extracting juice, heat grapes 
slightly, then crush using a potato masher or food 
mill.

% cup powdered fruit pectin 
2 tablespoons sugar 
1 cup blueberries, mashed 
% cup sugar

Combine plums and water in a large Dutch oven, 
cover and simmer 10 minutes, stirring occasionally. 
Remove from heat. Process plum mixture 
(undrained) in food mil’, then strain through jelly bag 
or 4 layers of cheesecloth, reserving 5% cups juice. 
Discard pulp. Combine 5% cups juice and pectin in 
Dutch oven, stirring well, bring to a rolling boil, 
stirring frequently. Add sugar, and return to a rolling 
boil, boil 1 minute, stirring frequently. Remove from 
heat, and skim off foam with a metal spoon. Quickly 
ladle jelly into hot sterilized jars, leaving ‘%-inch 
headspace. Seal with a 1/8-inch layer of paraffin, and 
cover with lids.

Quickly ladle conserve into hot 
sterilized jars, leaving “-inch headspace, cover at 
once with metal lids, and screw bands tight. Process 
in boiling-water bath 15 minutes. Yield: 4 half pints. 


OLD-FASHIONED PEACH PRESERVES 

2 quarts peeled, sliced peaches 
6 cups sugar 

Combine peaches and sugar in a large, shallow 
glass or plastic container. Cover and let stand in a 
cool place for 12 to 18 hours. Pour peach mixture into 
a large Dutch oven, slowly bring to a boil, stirring 
frequently. Boil gently until peaches become 
transparent and syrup thickens (1% to 2 hours), 
stirring frequently to prevent sticking. Skim off the 
foam with a metal spoon. Quickly ladle preserves into 
hot sterilized jars, leaving “-inch headspace, cover 
at once with metal lids, and screw bands tight. 
Process in boiling-water bath 15 minutes. Yield: 
about 7 half pints. 


PEACH-ORANGE MARMALADE 

2 quarts peeled, chopped peaches 
% cup thinly sliced orange rind 
1% cups chopped orange sections 
2 tablespoons lemon juice 
5 cups sugar 

Combine all ingredients in a large Dutch oven, 
slowly bring to a boil, stirring occasionally until sugar 
dissolves. Boil about 40 minutes or until thickened, 
stirring frequently to prevent sticking. Remove from 
heat, and skim off foam with a metal spoon. Quickly 
pour marmalade into hot sterilized jars, leaving 
\%-inch headspace, cover at once with metal lids, and 
screw bands tight. Process marmalade in boiling- 
water bath 15 minutes. Yield: 5 half pints. 


STRAWBERRY PRESERVES DELUXE 

1% quarts strawberries 
5 cups sugar 
% cup lemon juice 

Wash and hull strawberries. Combine 
strawberries and sugar in a large Dutch oven, mix 
well, and let stand 3 to 4 hours. Slowly bring 
strawberry mixture to a boil, stirring occasionally 
until sugar dissolves. Stir in lemon juice. Boil about 12 
minutes or until berries are clear, stirring 
occasionally.

Karras’ transition into act 
ing actually began while he 
was still wearing the Detroit 
Lions uniform. He made two 
dozen Tonight Show appear 
ances with Johnny Carson in 
the mid- 1960s, and he gave a 
roaring performance (as 


a backward 
glance, he charged off the 
gridiron in 1971 at age 35 to 


himself) in the 1968 George 


Plimpton feature film Paper 
Lion 

Karras won wide attention 
as an actor in Mel Brooks’ 
feature film Blazing Saddles 
He later earned national 
critical respect for his por- 
trayal of George Zaharias in 
the CBS telefilm Babe, 
which starred Susan Clark 

Clark and Karras hit it off 
so well that they were mar- 
ried five years later. They 
have since co-starred in 
several productions, includ- 
ing Webster. Karras, who 
has made one of the most 
successful transitions from 
sports to acting, has won a 
reputation as a natural 
comedic talent. However, he 
tends to see himself as more 
of a romantic leading-role 
type 

“Being funny is hard,” he 
said. “There's a great deal of 
timing involved, and you 
have to be aware of just why 
you are funny. In drama, ! 
just have to let the feelings 
come out. If I can do 
comedy,” he added con- 
fidently, “I can do drama.”

lo Supreme Court 


Maryland Attorney General 
J. Joseph Curran Jr. said last 
week that the restrictions on 
abortions in Maryland that 
were rendered unconstitutional! 
by the U.S. Supreme Court's 
Roe v. Wade abortion ruling 
have not been revived by the 
high court's latest abortion 
decision 

In a 14-page opinion prepared 
in response to inquiries from 
Senator Barbara A. Hoffman 
(D-42) and Delegate Samuel I 
Rosenberg (D-42), both of Balti- 
more City, and from Senator 
Leo E. Green, (D-23), of Prince 
George's County, Curran said 
that restrictions on abortions in 
Maryland ‘‘that are unconstitu- 
tional and unenforceable as a 
result of prior Supreme Court 


decisions remain so’ after the 
Court's July 3 decision in 
Webster v. Reproductive 


Health Services, although they 
might be reimposed as a result 
of subsequent Supreme Court 
actions next year or thereafter 
Future Supreme Court 
decisions, including decisions in 
cases now pending before the 
Court, might well change the 
constitutional status of Mary- 
land's laws. But until they do,

Following the Roe v. Wade 
ruling, Maryland's then- 
Attorney General, Francis B 
Burch, concluded that these 
restrictions on abortion had 
been rendered unconstitutional 
and unenforceable by the 
Supreme Court's decision, 
Curran noted. Later court 
decisions confirmed this con- 
clusion, Curran added 

Similarly, Maryland's special 
restriction on an abortion in the 
third trimester of pregnancy 
also had been rendered unen- 
forceable by the Supreme 
Court's rulings, as had the 
State's requirements that all 
abortions be performed in an 
accredited hospital and that 
doctors give notice to the 
parents or guardians of a minor 
prior to performing an abortion,

Curran observed 

The Supreme Court's latest 
finding in Webster v. Reproduc- 
tive Health Services, a Missouri 
case, does not change the status 
of the currently-invalidated 
Maryland statutes, Curran 
wrote to Senators Hoffman and 
Green and Delegate Rosenberg 

The Missouri law, which the 
Supreme Court upheld on July 
3, prohibits a public employee 
from performing an abortion 
that is not necessary to save the 
woman's life and also bars the 
use of a public facility for such 
an abortion.

Supreme Court's nine Justices 
wrote a variety of opinions in 
the Webster case and were 
“fragmented"’ on “the most 
important issue in the case, the 
constitutionality of a (Missouri) 
provision relating to testing to 
determine fetal viability."’ Five 
Justices held that it is constitu- 
tional, albeit for different 
reasons, and four agreed that it 
is not 

Curran described as the 
crucial fifth vote'’ that of 
Justice Sandra Day O'Connor 
She would uphold as constitu- 
tional those restrictions on 
abortions that do not impose 
an undue burden on a woman's 


abortion decision.’’ This 
standard apparently would 
allow states to regulate 


abortion more extensively than 
in the past,"’ but ‘exactly where 
Justice O'Connor draws the line 


“Justice O'Connor's concur- 
rence in Webster provides little 
guidance about her view of 
State restrictions (on abortions) 
not presented by the Webster 
case itself," Curran said, and 
Maryland's statutes have no 
provisions ‘‘akin to the Missouri 
provisions upheld in Webster.” 

Noting that the Supreme 
Court's Webster decision left 
the Roe ruling and other past 
abortion decisions based on it in 
effect, Curran advised against 
enforcement of existing laws in 
anticipation of a possible over- 
turning of the Roe ruling some- 
time in the future 

“If we were, by speculative 
vote-counting, to transform a 
future possibility into a present 
reality, in effect we would be 
doing what the Supreme Court 
itself did not do in Webster 
overrule Roe and its progeny,” 
Curran wrote. “We would, 
moreover, be presuming to do 
what a federal or state court 
may not do — overrule Supreme 
Court cases before the Court 
itself does so 
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“Under these circumstances, 
we believe that the proper 
course for those who apply or 
interpret the law is a conser- 
vative one,’’ Curran wrote. 

The Attorney General added 
that, in its next term beginning 
in October, the Supreme Court 
is scheduled to consider 
abortion cases dealing with 
“matters much closer to the 
provisions in Maryland law,” 
including questions regarding 
strict standards imposed on 
private abortion clinics and 
parental notification statutes 
For the present, however, 
Maryland should not ignore 
unreversed Supreme Court 
decisions that currently render 
the state's provisions on these 
matters unenforceable, Curran 
advised 

‘On the one hand, Webster 
certainly removes any federal 
constitutional impediment to 
the enactment of a law like 
Missouri's The (Maryland) 
General Assembly is free to 
move in that direction if it 
chooses to do so as 4 policy 
matter ,’’ Curran wrote. ‘Other 
requirements or restrictions 
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Roe and later cases left 
unreversed by Webster, might 
or might not become constitu- 
tional depending upon the exact 
nature of future Supreme Court 
decisions." 

Curran advised that ‘‘if 
proposed legislation on abortion 
is outside current constitutional 
limits and is thus predicated on 
a further change in constitu- 
tional doctrine, it may be 
prudent for the bill to have an 
appropriately delayed effective 
date.”

FOOD SAFETY 
Summer is here and we have 
just as many activities planned 
as the rest of the year. Most of 
us aim at easier and faster 
ways to prepare meals. In our 
hurry we do not always pay

attention to adequate food 
safety. The resulting intestinal 
upsets can be mild to very 
serious and do not have to 
happen 

The all-important aspect of 
food safety is the temperature 
at which it is prepared and 
stored. The danger zone ranges 
between 40 degrees F. and 140 
degrees F. Have you said, ‘This 
is still too hot — I will let it cool 
on the counter before putting it 
into the refrigerator.’’? And do 
you feel cooking food/meals 
partially, refrigerating it and 
later completing the cooking 
process saves times? Time- 
wise, it may be a good idea, but 
it actually can be unsafe 
because partially cooked meat 
does not reach a high enough 
temperature to kill the bacteria 
the first time it is heated 

If marinating foods, do it in 
the refrigerator. Mayonnaise 
itself does not lead to food 
poisoning, but when mixed with 
potatoes, chicken, marcaroni, 
etc., the protein or carbo 
hydrates in these ingredients 
promote bacteria growth if not 
properly refrigerated 

Do not forget food in the 
microwave to be thawed 
Within two heurs harmful 
bacteria growth will have 
started. Place thicker pieces on 
the edge of the cooking dish 
when microwaving, or better 
yet, cut food into uniform 
serving pieces. Standing time in 
the end is necessary to 
complete the cooking process 

There is not visible way to tell 
if bacteria are present. If there 
is a question about standing 
time and storage temperature 

discard. Buy a refrig- 

erator/freezer thermometer 
and periodically check the 
temperature in each appliance 
Refrigerator should measure 
M40 degrees F., the freezer 
five degrees F. or below 

The concern over bacteria 
growth in your food during the 
summer months can be 
minimized by planning meals 
around fruits and vegetables

Bariey Instead of Corn for Sheep 

A new crop of barley will be soon coming to the market. Many 
sheep producers use corn as their sole source of grain for feeding 
ewes and lambs. However, bariey is an exceiient grain for sheep 
as well. Barley can replace up to 100 percent of the corn in sheep 
rations and has an energy replacement value for corn of 90% 
When barley is a better buy than corn, sheep producers should 
consider the economic advantages of barley. A bushel of corn 
weighs 5 pounds, while a bushel of barley weighs 48 pounds. The 
TDN (energy) values for corn and barley are %% and 86%, 
respectively. Taking the difference in weights and TDN values 
into consideration, barley needs to bring 80% of the price of corn 
or leas for it to be a better buy. In other words, if corn is selling for 
$3.50 per bushel, barley needs to sell for $2.80 or lower for it to be a 
better buy

Scout Your Corn Fields 

As I have said before, this has been a ‘‘boomer”’ year for 
insects. Although in most cases it is too late to spray for insects 
this year, you should scout your fields regularly for the next few 
weeks to identify problems that will help you in planning your 
pest control program for next year. Some insects that you should 
be looking for are the Western and Northern rootworm and 
European Corn Borer

Hints to Growers 
Potato Blight 

The right conditions exist for Potato Blight. For control of 
late blight apply Ridomel at flowering and another application 
two weeks later. Apply at the two pound rate. Mancozeb (Dithane 
or Manzate) eight pounds per acre can be added to the Ridomil 
for early blight control. 

Corn Earworm 

You should be keeping a watch over your sweet corn for the 
Corn Earworm. The earworm populations are usually th2 highest 
from August to September. Begin treatments when five percent of 
the ears show silk. It may be necessary to treat when the very 
first silks appear and every one to three days thereafter. Some of 
the insecticides you may use are Asana Lannate, Ambush, 
Pounce and Pydrin. Read the labels carefully for restrictions and 
directions. 

Japanese Beetles 

The Japanese Beetle is startting to emerge from the ground 
The beetle has many favorite foods such as grapes, apple trees, 
rose bushels, etc. If left unchecked, they can do a lot of damage 
The insecticide Sevin does a very good job in killing the Japanese 
Beetle. 

Gypsy Moth Update 

I have had hundreds of calls on the hatch of the moth just 
recently. This is the final stage of the Gypsy Moth’s life. The white 
moth is the female. She does not fly much. The brown moth that 
flies around is the male. Within a few hours after breeding, the 
fermnale deposits the eggs which will lay dormant until Spring. It is 
very difficult to kill the moth at this stage of life because it does 
not feed, therefore, it will not ingest the insecticide. Shortly after 
the eggs are laid, the moth will die ending its life cycle. Indi- 
cations are that we can expect a huge hatch next year

Walking across the field 
where the eagles soar and the 
wind whistles around one’s 
ears, a feeling of peace 
descends and everyday Woubles 
are swept away. 

But as one looks around the 
field, a sense of incongruency 
invades and one longs to have 
been in this field 200 years ago 

Teepees have been set up in 
convenient spots around the 
open field. A sports car, a van 
and a truck are parked near the 
teepees, and the roar of cars 
and trucks traveling on Route 
48 floats up to this remote area 
Small groups of friends and 
relatives, wearing t-shirts and 
blue jeans, say their goodbyes 








as they prepare to depart for 
their homes in other areas of 
the country 

These are the members of the 
Youghiogheny River Band of 
Shawnee Indians, Inc. They are 
the descendants and relatives of 
the Shawnee Indian Tribe, that 
called the valley of the Youghio- 
gheny River, where the Town of 
Friendsville is now located, 
their home for years 

Members of the Shawnee 
Indian tribe have long believed 
that one of the many hills over- 
looking the Town of Friends- 
ville is the site of an ancient 
burial ground. 

Whether or not the hill, which 
overlooks Friendsville and 
Route 48 and was donated to the 
Youghiogheny River Band by a

local resident, is the site of an 

ancient burial ground is 

unclear, but feelings of love and 

understanding pervade the 

atmosphere. 

“For us, it is the over-riding 
experience, rather Uan just 
being here in the 20th Century 
We have a support system of 
love and caring that is very 
powerful and healing. The 
reverence you would feel during 
our meetings would permeate 
everything,’’ said Joseph 
Raincrow, chief and spiritual 
leader. 

“Being chief and spiritual 
leader of the Youghiogheny 
River Band means I'm a 
servant,’’ Chief Raincrow 
explained. He leads the tribe in 
prayers and meetings, but he is 
nominated as chief to serve the 
members 

Chief Raincrow explained 
that chiefs of the tribe do not 
run for office and if a member 
of the tribe expresses the wish 
to be chief, that member will 
never be nominated to that 
office.

Since his retirement, he 
travels around the country, giv- 
ing lectures and teaching work- 
shops on multi-ethnic human 
relations, Indian history and 
traditionalism, and medicine 
and healing concepts 

Mr. and Mrs. James Ross 
donated approximately five 
acres of land, which is also 
known as Ross's Knob, to the 
Youghiogheny River Band 
several years ago 

Mr. Ross, or Pappy as he pre- 
fers to be called, explained why 
he donated the land, ‘It was a 
little bit of scheming on my 
part. I needed some help and I 
thought it would be great if the 
Indians could help me." 

Pappy contacted Maxine 
Combs, the person responsible 
for first bringing Indians back 
to this area of Maryland. 

Mrs. Combs explained that it 
is now understood that ‘‘quite a 
bit of our constitution (the 
United States Constitution) was 
taken from the constitution of 
the Iroquois Confederacy Con- 
stitution. 

“Because of this fact, when 
Maryland was planning the 
360th Birthday Celebration, | 
thought how wonderful it would 
be if Indians could be present 
for the annual Friendsville 
Days Celebration,’’ she 
explained. 

“It took me several weeks to 
find members of the Shawnee 
Tribe, but I finally located some 
members in Ohio. From there, 
Pappy, who is our unofficial 
historian, ended up giving them 
the land,"’ she said. Mrs. Combs 
was also responsible for bring- 
ing the AITTCO Indian Pow 
Wow, which was recently held 
at the Garrett County Fair- 
grounds, to this area 

Pappy explained that he 
wanted to save the Youghio- 
gheny River from coal 
companies that wanted to do 
strip mining to areas around the 
river. He felt that with the help 
of the River Tribe, he could 
defeat the efforts of the coal 
company to mine land near the 
Youghiogheny. With the help of 
the group, Pappy was able to 
defeat the Steep Slope Bill. 

As a result of his newly 
formed friendship, Pappy 
donated approximately four 
acres of land to the River Band.

Ross's Knob and overlooks the 
interstate and the Town of 
Friendsville. 

Pappy has since been made a 
full member on the tribal coun- 
cil of the Youghiogheny River 
Band. 

“It's a great honor. I never 
expected this when I gave them 
the land. It wasn't why I did it,” 
said Pappy. 

Pappy is a descendant of the 
Friend family and also of the 
Shawnee Indians. ‘‘In 1750, my 
mother's people came here. 
They lived near the Potomac 
river, but then they got flooded 
out. They moved further west 
and found the village of the 
Shawnees. They treated my 
ancestors right, and my 
ancestors came back,” said 
Pappy 

According to an ancient 
legend, the original Friend 
family traded an iron kettle for 
the land that Friendsville is now 
built on. 

Pappy explained that the 
legend is only partly true, 
“They traded an iron kettle, a 
knife and an ax for the land. 
This sealed the friendship be- 
tween them as it made it easier 
to cook, to carve meat and to 
cut down saplings to build 
houses,’’ Pappy explained. 
“The Indians had only had clay 
and wood to cook in and now 
they could cook more meat as 
well as cut it easier." 

When the Shawnees first par- 
ticipated in Friendsville Days, 
they performed a short skit that 
was prearranged with mem- 
bers of the Town Council 

Chief Raincrow, followed by 
tribal members, went up on the 
stage while a town council 
member was giving a speech 
Chief Raincrow, and the tribal 
members, each carried a small 
iron pot with a hole in it. Chief 
Raincrow approached the Town 
Council and said that he wanted 
to give the pot back, as it wasn't 
a very good pot, in exchange for 
his ancestor's land back. The 
Town Council members said 
they would have to think about 
it 

“It was a funny skit, but some 
elderly woman found out about 
it. She didn’t get the story and 
was afraid she would lose her 
property," Pappy explained 

The River Tribe holds special 
ceremonies to celebrate the 
changing seasoms, Ue harves\ 
of food and other special times 
of the year. Chief Raincrow 
explained that his tribe has 
made many friends among the 
townspeople, and many of them 
come to join in the events and 
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CHIEF RAINCROW AND AZTEC — The chief paused for a picture with Aztec, part wolf and part 
German shepherd. Chief Raincrow said that Aztec is very gentle and that much of the bad publicity 
generated about wolves is not true, that wolves are generally very gentie, shy creatures.

“People join us for a weekend 
and they don't want to leave,"’ 
said Chief Raincrow. ‘They 
receive a healing, empowering 
experience when they join us 
We give each other simple 
reverence and respect and we 
then receive power from each 
other. I frequently come here 
alone and I don't receive the 
same feelings as when I'm here 
with the group 

**We believe that we must live 
with rather than to exploit the 
environment. We give grateful 


acknowledgement to God that 
everything is sacred. This 
makes living a different exper- 
ience when the mind is bent that 
way. We believe that we are all 
interconnected,"’ he said 

The group is currently con- 
structing a round house. The 
building has 12 poles, with one 
central pole. There will be 12 
sides, with a dorned roof. Chief 
Raincrow explained that the 12 
poles acknowledge the 12 clans 
of the Shawnee people, and the 
central pole represents Kije 
Monetou, or Grandfather God

Chief Raincrow jokingly calls 
the round house ‘‘woodhenge”’ 
as a nickname. He explained 
that the name was derived from 
the Stonehenge in 
England, a pre-historic monu- 
ment, which is believed to be a 
sacred ceremonial area 

“Basically, we don't tell 
people what to believe,"’ said 
the Chief. ‘‘ We honor each per- 
son's way but we also have a 
full sense of God being the giver 


famous 
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of all things and the source of all 
things. We don't think about 
racial distinctions, whatever 
they may be — all creatures are 
created equal. Man is not above 
birds or animals." 


Chief Raincrow leaves one 
with a good feeling about him 
He seems to be a man of peace 
and competence, a man who 
will accomplish all that he sets 
out to do and that his plans for 
the future of the tribe and their 
work in the area will be 
successful 

The tribe hopes to begin of- 
fering one-day retreats for 
school children and retarded 
children 


"We will use a hands-on tech- 
nique of teaching children. We 
will have horses and teach chil- 
dren to make crafts," said Chief 
Raincrow. ‘This will be a 
public service for the area. We 
will work with the schools to 
establish the program and our 
reputation so people will know 
that it is okay 


“It is a very important thing 
to do. We have a gift and we 
want to share it,"’ he said 


The members of the tribe are 
available for cultural presenta- 
tions and teacher training. For 
more information on the tribe 
and its programs, write ‘‘The 
Youghiogheny River Band of 
Shawnee Indians, Inc.;

Rabies Clinies 
For Cats Slated 
For Next Week 


The Garrett County Health 
Department will be having a 
two-day series of rabies clinics 
for the vaccination of cats only 
The exact dates, times and 
places for these clinics are 
Monday, August 7, Grantsville 
Fire Hall, 56 p.m., and Tues- 
day, 
Armory, > p.m 

According to a health depart- 
ment spokesman, these special 
clinics are being held to allow 
cat bring their 
animals to a low cost clinic 
without the fear of having their 
cats frightened by dogs. Only 
cats will be vaccinated at these 
clinics. The regular fall rabies 
clinics will be held during the 
week of September 18 through- 
out the county 

“It is crucial that cats and kit- 
tens over three months of age 
be adequately protected from 
rabies,’ the spokesman said 
Since 1983, 63 cats have been 
confirmed positive for the 
disease in Maryland. Rabies 
has been positively identified in 
cats in 1989 

In addition, Garrett County is 
experiencing a mini-epidemic 
of rabies, the spokesman said 
“This year to date there have 
been five confirmed cases of 
rabies in our county,”’ he said 

This is equal to the total for all 
of last year. The total animal 
population carrying the disease 
is much larger than the small 
group which are tested."

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Rabies Vaccine Easy, Inexpensive 
Way To Save Your Pet's Life 


There have been five cases of 
rabies reported in Garrett 
County for 1989. Out of those 
five cases, four of the pets in- 
volved had to be put to sleep 

The fifth pet was saved 
because the dog had been vac- 
cinated for rabies. When the 
raccoon tested positive for the 
rabies virus, the dog was given 
a booster shot and its owners 
will keep an eye on him for 
three months 

I saved my dog's life, simply 
because I had him vaccinated,” 
said Joyce Steyer, after the 
incident. ‘‘I hope everyone who 
hasn't had their cat or dog vac- 
cinated does so."’ 

Her dog had been involved in 
a fight with a raccoon, and after 
the fight, the raccoon had been 
shot. Mrs. Steyer called the 
Garrett County Health Depart- 
ment after the incident, and the 
health department picked up 
the raccoon. The raccoon was 
then tested for rabies. The 
results of the test indicated that 
the raccoon did have rabies, but 
since her dog had been 
vaccinated for the virus, all 
Mrs. Steyer had to do was geta 
booster shot for the dog 

Rodney Glotfelty, Garrett 
County Health Department, 
explained that rabies is a 
disease caused by a virus 

The virus is transmitted from 
animal to animal through a bite 
or wound. Saliva, which con- 
tains the virus, enters the 
wound and grows in the muscle 
of the animal which has been 
bitten. The virus then begins to 
migrate into the nervous 
system and the saliva of this 
and then it begins to 
affect the lymphic system of the 


animal 


brain. This begins to affect the 
behavior of the animal. The 
animal's behavior begins to

Glotfelty explained that the 
rabies virus in Garrett County 
is a strain known as the raccoon 
virus. The raccoon virus is the 
strain found most often in Gar- 
rett County and the surrounding 
mid-Atlantic states. There are 
slightly different viruses, as 
there are different strains of 
influenza. There are rabies 
virus’ carried by bats, foxes 
and skunks and these strains 
can spill over into other 
animals 

Glotfelty estimated that 6 
percent of the cases of rabies in 
this area are the virus carried 
by raccoons 

“If a pet gets into a fight with 
a wild animal, try to get the pet 
away from the wild animal. If 
you have to touch the pet, use 
gloves if possible, as you don't 
want to introduce any saliva 
that may contain the virus to 
humans. Keep the pet away 
from contact with other 
animals or humans for two 
hours after the incident,’’ Glot- 
felty said. “If possible do not 
shoot the wild animal in the 
head and do not touch it with 
bare hands. Contact us at the 
health department and we will 
pick up the wild animal and 
have it tested for rabies 

“If the pet is already vac- 
cinated, get a booster shot for it 
and keep an eye on it for three 
months. If the pet is not vac- 
cinated, it will be a tough 
decision whether to go through 
a six month quarantine period 
or to have the pet put to sleep 

If the pet hasn't been 

vaccinated, you can give it a 
rabies shot and keep it under 
strict quarantine for six 
months. This is hard on the pet 
and on the owner, but the only 
other alternative is to have the

pet put to sleep. Of course, this 
is still not a guarentee that the 
pet will not contract rabies,"’ 
said Glotfelty 

“We get some interesting 
cases oocasionally. For 
example, some people keep a 
lot of barn cats. The cats are 
semi-wild, but it has happened 
that one of the cats will contract 
the disease and then suddenly 
appear to be very friendly and 
tame. People should beware of 
such a sudden change in 
behavior," Glotfelty explained 
“We are holding a vaccination 
clinic for cats only in August 
There will be one in Grantsville 
and one in Oakland." 

“If a pet is due for a vaccine 
shot, it is not too late to have the 
pet vaccinated. Rabies vaccina- 
tion clinics are held in various 
areas of the county every year 
and if a clinic has been missed, 
a veterinarian will be more 
than happy to serve,"’ Glotfelty 
said 

“Check the vaccination status 
of your pet, as it is easy to for- 
get the last time it had its 
shots,’’ he explained 

The first rabies vaccination is 
good for one year, then it is only 
necessary to have the pet 
vaccinated every three years

In addition to it being the law 
in Maryland, it is particularly 
important to have cats vac- 
cinated against rabies as their 
independent nature can allow 
unnoticed contact with wild 
animals, especially barn cats, 
he said. This unknown contact 
makes control measures such 
as quarantine or destruction of 
the exposed pet impossible thus 
making the need for vaccina- 
tion all the more important 

The cost of vaccinating a cat 
at the clinic is $3. Cats and 
kittens at least three months of 
age and older being brought toa 
clinic should be confined to a 
wire cage, a tightly secured box 
with air holes, a cotton sack or 
pillowcase tied at the top

Nontidal Wetlands 
Law In Effect 


The Department of Natural 
Resources, Water Resources 
Administration (WRA), applied 
new nontidal wetlands protec- 
tion standards to all appli- 
cations for waterway construc- 
tion permits as of July 1, 1989 

The first phase of the new 
Maryland Nontidal Wetlands 
Protection Act requires plan- 
ning construction in a 100-year 
floodplain or a waterway to sub- 
mit additional information 
about nontidal wetlands and 
follow new guidelines in apply- 
ing for a permit 

Projects affected are dams 
and reservoirs; bridges and cul- 
verts; filling; 
changing of any 
stream construc-

The Protection Act, passed by 
the Maryland General As- 
sembly this spring, was de- 
scribed by Governor William 
Donald Schaefer as one of the 
most important environmental 
bills out of the ‘89 
session.

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Time To Get Tough 


It is high time that the United States takes 
drastic action against the peoples of the Middle East 
who are responsible for the kidnapping and now, 
murder, of her citizens. The taking of hostages 
under any circumstances is an outrageous act, but it 
is even more despicable when American hostages 
are threatened and killed because of the actions or 
inactions of a third country, as is the case right now. 
Lebanon, or perhaps, Iran, has begun to kill our 
citizens because of Israel's imprisonment of a 
Moslem sheik. Our citizens are being used as 
bargaining chips in a crisis that doesn't directly 
involve our nation. 

We realize that every possible form of 
diplomacy, negotiation, and non-military persuasion 
should be exhausted before there is military action. 
However, when one is dealing with religious fanatics 
who detest the United States, who believe 
Americans are agents of the devil, and who consider 
martyrdom the greatest act of honor, it makes 
negotiation and compromise extremely difficult. 
Americans also place a much greater value on each 
and every human life than does the typical Middle 
Fast militant. 

So how does the United States carry out military 
action to bring an end to the hostage crisis? We 
would suggest to the president that several dozen 
strategic targets be pinpointed in Lebanon and Iran. 
These would be targets such as key industrial sites, 
bridges, and possibly religious or historical 
structures. The citizens of these nations would be 
viven several hours warning to evacuate those areas 
and then, either with missiles from ships or 
bombers, we would level a few of these targets and 
issue a warning that, if a single hostage is killed, 10 
more such targets would be destroyed. 
Theoretically, we could totally incapacitate an 
entire nation without taking an innocent life. 

We recognize, of course, that the leadership of 
these nations also may not know precisely which 
individuals are responsible for taking our people 
hostage or exactly where they are being held. 
However, we believe that they have the means to 
find out such things and the influence to persuade 
the kidnappers to free their captives

GCC Leaps 
Forward

Some time ago in this column, I described the main differ- 
ences between community colleges and other colleges. Perhaps 
the most important difference is that community colleges are 
open door institutions. We do not establish admissions policies 
that bar people from a higher education. For this reason com- 
munity colleges stand in the vanguard of the democratic vision of 
equal opportunity for all 

I am very proud of this part of GCC’s mission, but I am also 
conscious of the great challenges embodied in the American ideal 
of higher educational opportunity for all. As a community college 
GCC must be prepared to educate everyone who seeks an edu- 
cation: traditional and nontraditional students, old and young, 
parents, and working people, people of all backgrounds and 
preparations 

Today I am pleased to announce that GCC is taking a giant 
leap forward in meeting this challenge. LEAP is GCC's Learning 
Enhancement and Assistance Program. It establishes four tiers 
of education as well as a comprehensive placement testing 
program for entering students. Each new student receives a 
battery of tests. These tests have no bearing whatever on whether 
a student will be admitted. We accept students as long as we have 
space in our classrooms. GCC admits students strictly on a first- 
come, first-served basis 

We use our testing program for one purpose only to help 
students learn. Testing determines the student's level in reading, 
writing, and mathematics. The Director of Developmental 
Studies uses the test results to assemble an Individual Learning 
Plan. This plan specifies the student's goals and objectives and 
establishes the proper starting point and pace for learning so that 
every motivated student can experience academic success 

I am happy to report that Mr. George McDowell, who has 
headed GCC’'s music and journalism programs for several years, 
has agreed to become Director of Developmental Studies. Mr 
McDowell has completed a master’s program in test and 
measurements and brings to his new position significant 
expertise 

Students are assigned to one of four levels. Levels I and II are 
non-credit preparatory studies to assist students who lack 
college-level proficiency in a basic academic skill. Mastery 
learning is required at these levels. Students cannot exit Level | 
or II courses until they have mastered the skills necessary for 
success in college-level study. Level III consists of GCC’s regular 
college-level course work. Level IV is accelerated study and 
brings to GCC for the first time the opportunity for honors 
students to undertake advanced study in a field of special interest 
and capability 

The hub of LEAP is its Learning Center, which Mr. McDowell 
will direct. The Center has a computer laboratory and a resource 
library of materials to help students learn at each of the four 
levels. Students who need assistance can work at a computer and 
receive individualized help. In this way students can learn at their 
own pace, accelerating if they wish or slowing down on a 
particular topic if they need to 

Full and part time personne! will help staff the LEAP Center 
but many more people are needed.d Through this column I am 
extending an invitation to you, the reader, to beceme part of GCC 


tame ant teetne 
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students, to provide secretarial support services, and to staff the 
Center front desk. Each of us at GCC experiences the reward of 
making a difference in someone else's life. We hope that some of 
you will come to share with us the good feeling of helping another 
lead a productive and satisfying life

Bill Harley is a song and story writer with the ability to relate 
to all members of his audience. He is competent in taking 
common, everyday occurrences that others give hardly a second 
thought to and creating a humorous story that at the sare time 
makes one look at life in a different way 

Harley performed Saturday night in conjunction with the 
Garrett Lakes Arts Festival, and skillfully took the mixed 
audience back to a childhood which may have been five, 15, or 
even 530 years in the past 

As his stories unfolded, Harley led his audience through the 
perils and horrors of being ‘‘uncool"’ in the sixth grade, going 
steady, and meeting a teacher in the grocery store 

His songs ranged from lighthearted — such as a tune about 
zuccini being part of an alien plot to take over the world — to more 
thought-provoking topics like the memories of a 100-year-old 
grandmother.

to the school at the rear of the 
building, new windows and 
doors will be installed, and the 
parking lot will be paved 

Duane Yoder, Garrett County 
Community Action Executive 
Director, said, “This project 
preserves the old Center Street 
School, which is an important 
part of the history of Oakland. It 
also provides this area with a 
much-needed multi-service 
center.” 

The total cost of the project is 
estimated at $1.2 million, with 
funding coming from eight dif- 
ferent sources. 

Yoder noted that, as of last 
December, the grant for the 
center had been turned down. 
He said, ‘‘The commissioners 
met with the appropriate state 
officials during the winter. I 
feel that that meeting had a lot 
to do with the end result.”’ 

Garrett County Sanitary 
District Administrator Wendell 
R. Beitzel stated that the new 
water tank is much needed in 
Crellin, noting that the old tank 
is badly rusted and deteriorated 
beyond repair. A new tank will 
be erected in a different loca- 
tion 

The original tank was built in 
the 1940's, and holds about 9,000 
gallons. It has rusted to the 
point where leaks can no longer 
be repaired 

The total estimated cost of the 
project is $197,500. Beitzel noted 
that the grant may prevent hav- 
ing to borrow funds from the 
county for the local portion of 
the project 

The grant for the Town of 
Oakland will be used to 
evaluate the existing water 
system, identify sources of 
leaks and other needed repairs 
and to develop a capital im- 
provements budget to address 
the needed improvements

Once again, as he is 
led away sightless and power 
less, one cannot help but think 
**What a waste of the power of 
God'!"’ 

And does Samson learn from 
his experiences? No, he does not 
Instead of acknowledging to 
God that he has sinned and want 
to be freed so that he may begi 
to use his intend 
ed, Samson prays so that he might 
wreak vengeance on his enemies 
Note, please, that he has not used 
his power to help Israel; all his 
exploits so far have been in his 
deplorable personal matters. Note, 
too, that, instead of repenting 
of his own weakness, he holds the 
Philistines responsible for the 
predicament he'sin 

Since he did not get his way, 
instead of doing something con- 
structive with his power, he will 
use it vindictively to drag his

If you're one of those tax- 
payers who didn't file your 
federal tax return by the April 
17 due date, but did file Form 
4868 and took advantage of the 
4month automatic extension, 
you are reminded that you have 
until August 15 to mail your 
return to the Internal Revenue 
Service 

“We keep a record of tax- 
payers who filed for the exten- 
sion and come August 15 we'll 
be looking for those tax 
returns,"’ said Phil Brand, IRS

Taxpayers who included a 
payment when they filed the 
extension form back in April 
should be sure to enter that pay- 
ment on line 57 of their Form 
1040.

Prior to 1918 and the passage 
of the Migratory Bird Treaty 
Act, market hunting and 
hunting seasons which extended 
from September to April 
decimated wood duck popula- 
tions, according to the Mary- 
land Department of Natural 
Resources. In fact, most sports- 
men, naturalists and others 
concerned with wood ducks 
believed that extinction was 
just around the corner. Despite 
the protection provided by the 
passage of this Act, “‘woodies” 
still had another obstacle: wide- 
spread clearing and logging of 
bottomland hardwood forests 
(swamps) where these birds 
nest and rear their young 


Although woodies are back now 
from the brink of extinction 
(recent estimates place the con- 
tinental population at several 
million birds), their local 
habitats can still be enhanced 
by the use of artificial nest 
boxes. Studies around the 
country have shown that hens 
take readily to these structures 
Use rates are as high as 86 per- 
cent, although 50-60 percent is 
more common 

The Wildlife Division of the 
Maryland DNR Forest, Park 
and Wildlife Service recently 
completed placement of 500 
wood duck nest boxes. These

Maryland Attorney 
J. Joseph Curran Jr. announced 
last week that Maryland, with 
11 other states, has filed suit in 
New York federal court charg 
ing that Visa and MasterCard 
are violating federal and state 
antitrust laws by conspiring to 
monopolize the potentially 
multi-billion dollar market for 
debit cards 

Curran charged in an 1l-count 
lawsuit filed in the U.S. District 
Court in Manhattan, that the 
two corporations are conspiring 
to eliminate competition in the 
debit card market in contem- 
plation of introducing their own 
card, ‘‘entree,”’ in such a way 
that the new product would not 
harm the highly profitable 
credit card business of their 
member banks. Purchases 
made with debit cards are paid 
for with funds obtained elec- 
tronically from the 
cardholder's bank account, 
Curran explained 

Maryland alleges that the 
two-year, on-going conspiracy, 
involving a joint venture be- 
tween Visa and MasterCard, 
plus the takeover of the nation's 
two largest automated teller 
machine networks and the 
sting debit card net-

merchants and consumers, as 
well as those throughout the 
nation, by stifling innovations in

The Visa-MasterCard 

combination has deprived 
Maryland's merchants and con- 
sumers of an extremely useful, 
safe alternative to checks or 
cash,’’ Curran said. ‘‘The 
corporations have astutely 
recognized the importance of 
debit cards and the potentially 
huge profits that could be 
generated by them. Instead of 
aggressively competing with 
each other for market share, 
however, they bought out the 
competition and agreed not to 
compete. They have both 
monopolized the market and re- 
stricted release of the new 
product to the public while 
maximizing their profits in 
their related lines of business,” 
Curran said 

Unlike socalled “off line" 
credit or charge card trans- 
actions, in which consumers ob- 
tain a line of credit, the Entree 
debit card operates ‘‘on line" 
and is electronically linked to a 
consumer's bank account, Cur- 
ran explained. The Entree card 
functions similarly to debit 
cards used at automated teller 
machines (ATM), except that 
the Entree debit card can be 
used to obtain merchandise or 
services. The need to use cash, 
hecks cards is 
thereby eliminated, assuming a 
consumer has sufficient funds 
in the bank, the Attorney 
General said 

Visa and MasterCard contem- 
plate operating the Entree 
system by placing electronic 
imprints, or “‘bugs,”’ on the 
ATM cards of their member

final quarter of fiscal year 1989 
(April, May and June, 1989) 

“This distribution brings the 
total local share of distilled 
spirits, beer and cigarette tax 
revenue for fiscal year 1989 to 
$23,056,253,'" Goldstein said 
“That's 4% less than the 
$24,012,375 the subdivisions re- 
ceived during fiscal year 1988 
This reflects the decline of these 
revenues we are beginning to 
see with increasing regularity."’ 

Alcohol and tobacco tax col- 
lections for the fiscal year just 
ended totaled $90,873,160, a de- 
cline of 3.2% from the 
$93,889,647, collected during 
fiscal year 1988 

For fiscal year 1989, distilled 
beer and tobacco 
tax revenues all posted de 
creases from previous year 
levels. The overall decline in 
alcohol and tax re 
venues reflects nationwide 
trends,’’ Goldstein said 

For fiscal year 1989, distilled 
spirits taxes produced $13.7 mil- 
lion, down 2.9%; wine taxes 
yielded $4.1 million, down 3.1% 
beer taxes produced $9.5 mil 
lion, down 2.3%; and cigarette 
tax receipts amounted to $63.3 
million, down 3.1% 

Of the slightly more than $23 
million shared with the sub 
divisions, as a result of these 
revenue collections, tobacco tax 
distributions accounted for 
$14,142,353 down 3.5%, from the 
previous fiscal year. The sub 
divisions’ share of distilled 
spirits tax revenue for fiscal 
year 1989, was $4,483,664, down 
by 6.6%. Beer tax distributions 
to the subdivisions were down 
2.9%, to $4,429,736,"" the comp 
troller said 

Cigarette tax 
shared based on a formula re 
turning three cents of the l3¢ 
per pack tax to the subdivisions 
based on population. Approx 
mately one-third of the $1.50 per 
gallon distilled spirits tax and 
one-half of the nine cents per 
gallon beer tax is returned to

“Excellent, superior, under 
standable and friendly"’ aren't 
words that are normally associ- 
ated with the forms and 
services provided by the tax 
man. But a recent survey of 
professional tax preparers said 
just that about the income tax 
division of the Maryland State 
Comptroller's Office 

According to State Comptrol- 
ler Louis L. Goldstein, the first- 
ever survey of tax preparers 
showed that 82.5% of the re- 
spondents had contact with the 
income tax division in the past 
year and of that group, 66.1% 
said they received excellent 
service. The tax professionals 
also said that most instructions 
on the tax forms are adequate 
and the computations under- 
standable 

The survey sought reaction to 
services provided by the divi- 
sion, to specific portions of the 
most widely used income tax 
forms and to specific tax breaks 
offered on the Maryland return 

The income tax division em- 
ployees are ‘‘competent, know!l- 
edgeable, intelligent people — I 
have much respect for that 
department,"’ commented one 
survey respondent 

About 76%, of the tax pre- 
parers responding found Mary- 
land's income tax services 
‘superior’ to those of other 
states and the IRS. One tax pre- 
parer noted that bulk forms 
service was ‘much better than

other states,"’ while another 
rated the state tax service as 
superior, stating, ‘Not only are 
you more cooperative, more 
knowledgeable, but friendlier 
as well.” 

About 49.7% of respondents 
rated the simplicity and under- 
standability of Maryland tax 
forms as superior to those of 
other states and the IRS 

Responding to the laudatory 
results of the survey, Goldstein 
said, ‘We strive for good 
service to taxpayers and tax 
professionals as well, and these 
kinds of comments are proof 
that we are reaching our goal. 
I'm happy our employees are 
being recognized for their out- 
standing capabilities.”’ 

Another interesting finding of 
the survey is pertinent to the 
tax reform legislation enacted 
by the 1989 session of the Mary- 
land General Assembly, which 
grants blind taxpayers and 
senior citizens an extra per- 
sonal exemption on the state 
income tax return 

The dollar value of that extra 
exemption is different from the 
regular exemption allowed all 
taxpayers. The survey respond- 
ents were asked to select the 
preferable method of calcula- 
tion for providing additional tax 
relief to senior citizens and 
blind taxpayers. A substantiai 
majority (66.3%) of respond- 
ents indicated that an exemp- 
tion would be preferable 

“This view by professionals 
reinforces our position during 
the tax reform deliberations 
that exemptions of different 
values will increase taxpayer 
errors,"’ Goldstein said

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Fike’s Dairy Is Sold; New Owner 
Is Protein Corporation Of Maine 


Fike's Dairy (R. Bruce Fike 
and Sons Dairy), of Uniontown, 
was sold on July 17 to the 
Protein Corporation, head- 
quartered in Yarmouth, Maine, 
for an undisclosed price 

The Fike family began the 
dairy in 1913, and retained con- 
trol until 1975 when Louis Fike, 
then president, announced its 
sale to Dean Foods Company of 
Franklin Park, Ill. Develop 
ment Industrial Corporation 
(DIC) then bought the dairy in 
the late 1970s 

The new owners, share- 
holders of Protein Corporation, 
are: Ralph W. Rogers, Whit- 
comb Gallagher, Stephan 


Lanfer, and Frank Starvel, all 
from New England The four 


own two other dairys, New Eng 
land Dairys in Mortioré, 
Connecticut, and South East 
Dairys in Louisville, Kentucky. 
Two of Protein Corporation's 
directors will join Fike's Dairy 
Gallagher will serve as vice 
president of acquisitions and 
special projects and Rogers will 
serve as chairman of the Fike's 
Dairy board of directors 
Raymond M. Danchak has been 
named president and chief 
operating officer, a position he 
held under the former owners, 
DIC Inc. of New York. In addi- 
tion, W. Clifton Loomis, vice 
president of finance, and 
Harvey Porter, vice president 
of sales and marketing, will 
continue with Fike's in their 
respective positions 
Representatives of the dairy 
met with producers in Garrett 


discuss any changes and to 
answer questions. 

Of the dairy's total 170 pro- 
ducers, 90 of them are located in 
Garrett County. Attending from 
Fike's were: Gallagher; 
Danchak; Allen Murray, vice 
president of Deep Creek 
Creamery, a division of Fike's, 
and fieldman; and Rus Beck- 
man, fieldman. Gallagher 
opened the meeting by explain- 
ing that Protein Corporation 
was formed to purchase Fike's 
Dairy and other dairys. He said 
their interest ‘‘is to help Fike's 
grow and to pursue other 
dairys.” 

The dairy will be operating 
under the same name, the new 
owner said. ‘Fike's name is 
popular all over the area and we 
see no reason to change,” 
Gallagher said, and added that 
Fike's milk goes into nine states 
in some form or another. The 
finished products that have 
been historically made by 
Fike's will remain the same, he 
said, and new ones will be 
added. The product line will 
soon include frozen yogurt. ‘We 
plan to get the plant back up to 
speed,"’ Gallagher concluded 

One producer asked the dairy 
reps if milk prices would 
change. Their answer was that 
historically Fike'’s have paid 
competitive prices for milk 
“We don't see any changes 
being made,"’ they said 
Danchak said the new owner- 
ship will give Fike's family 
(including producers) an ability 
to grow. ‘We're looking at some 


that things are better (now), 
and we need all the milk you 
can supply,"’ Danchak told the 
producers. ‘‘Our ice cream pro- 
gram is out of site. Fike's ice 
cream can be seen in chain 
stores in New Jersey,"’ 
Danchak added 

Murray told the group that 
the new ownership and manage- 
ment has been good for the 
dairy. “It is unbelievable to 
walk into the plant today and 
see the improvement in 
morale,"’ he said 

Danchak ensured the pro 
ducers that the marketing, 
distribution, and manufactur- 
ing will stay the same. ‘The 
only change is in the 
ownership.” 

The four shareholders of The 
Protein Corporation are also 
the principle supporters of The 
Protein Foundation. According 
to Gallagher, The Protein 
Foundation is a _ non- 
demoninational Christian 
organization, whose purpose is 
to ‘feed hungry people — both 
physically and spiritually.” 

Some of the Foundation's 
projects include a home for 
battered women, a shelter for 
the homeless which includes job 
placement, and a job training 
center, all in the state of 
Connecticut.

“ So far this year has been a “tough” one for alfalfa. We have 
had everything from Root Rot, Leaf Spot, Weevils, Leafhopper 
and an over abundance of weeds infesting the plants. Several

: completely destroyed. This fall (as soon as the grain is harvested) 
: is the best time to establish alfalfa. As soon as the grain comes 
off, take care of the weeds. If you have perennial weeds such as 
Dock and Nutsedge, use Roundup at 1.5 qts. + surfactant per 
acre. If you have mostly Chickweed, you may use Gramoxone

Elanco, one of four chemical 
companies developing bovine 
somatotropin (BST), has been 
given an OK to sell BST to 
Soviet dairy producers 

The registration for OptiF lex 
is the first for the Indianapolis 
based firm, a division of Eli 
Lilly & Co., and only the second 
registration worldwide for any 
company 

In March, Monsanto Agri- 
cultural Co. was given approval 
to market BST in South Africa 
Monsanto is not currently 
selling BST, however, pending 
further trials on commercial 
dairy herds. 

For Elanco, three years of 
trials on Soviet herds showed a 
10-20 percent milk production 
increase when cows were 
injected with the firm's BST 
product — 26-day subcutaneous 
injection. Milk production in the 
Soviet Union is an estimated 
5,900 Ibs. per cow per year, less 
than half the levels achieved by 
U.S. dairy producers. Elanco 
has not disclosed the price of 
BST for Soviet producers, and 
says how it will be marketed 
and serviced is still being 
worked out between the com- 
pany and the Soviet Academy of 
Agricultural Sciences. 

Elanco plans on first selling 


BST to a few large collective 
dairy farms in Latvia and 
Estonia, a spokesperson said. 
Elanco officials say criticism of 
BST from producers and con- 
sumers — as has occured in the 
U.S. and Western Europe — is 
absent in the Soviet Union. 

According to Lev Ernst, 
Academician of the Soviet 
Academy: ‘All aspects of the 
product were extensively 
studied. We are confident the 
product is safe and effective, 
and believe it will help our 
farmers expand productivity or 
lower production costs, depend- 
ing on their needs. BST will 
have an important role in the 
future of the Soviet dairy indus- 
try.” 

Elanco officials say Soviet 
approval of BST will not in- 
fluence approval in the U.S. or 
elsewhere. U.S. approval of 
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Farm Bureau Urges Senate Ag 
Committee To Support Drought Aid 


Farmers across the United 
States are suffering from 
drought and flooding conditions 
and need the assistance pro 
vided by the 1989 drought bill, 
the American Farm Bureau 
Federation told the Senate Agri- 
culture Committee 

Drought conditions in the 
Midwest and West, combined 
with heavy flooding in southern 
and central states, are 
impeding the progress of the 
wheat, cotton, corn and soybean 
crops. Latest USDA figures 
show corn production of 400 
million bushels and cotton 
production down 1.5 billion 
bales from June 

“IT cannot impress upon you 
enough the seriousness of the 
situation in Mississippi and 
across the central and eastern 
United States,"’ Mississippi 
Farm Bureau President Don 
Waller, who also is a member of 
the AFBF board of directors, 
told the committee. ‘‘Our 
farmers are in trouble’’ 
because of heavy amounts of 
rainfall and the severe weather 
conditions, he said 

Last week, the committee 
continued work on the bill that 
would provide benefits to 
farmers who suffered crop 


losses in 1989. The House 
already has approved a $1 
billion drought bill 


“Many are going to need help 
if they are to survive and 
remain in a position to help 
meet this nation’s food and 
trade needs,"’ Waller said. ‘As 
farmers, we are eternal 
optimists but the prospects for 
1989 do not look very bright."

“adoption of a broadly defined 
disaster payment program 
similar to that approved by the 
House,"’ Waller said. ‘‘We 
believe, as a matter of equity 
and in fairness to all agri- 
cultural producers, such a 
program cannot arbitrarily 
exclude large segments of agri- 
culture that have been seriously 
affected by this year’s weather 
while disaster payments would 
be extended only to a select seg- 
ment of agriculture." 

In 1988, many agricultural 
producers fought the 
devastating summer drought. 
“Now,” Waller said, ‘‘we find 
them facing potentially 
crippling crop losses as a result 
of excessive moisture. The 
conditions existing in many 
states can best be described as 
critical. Many farmers are 
facing heavy economic losses." 

In the last three to three and a 
half months, our state has been 
blanketed by rainfall, with 
totals ranging from five to 2 
inches above normal for the 
period, Waller said. And other 
heavy rains in the past month in 
Mississippi's most productive 
agricultural areas have 
literally flooded many acres of 
cropland 

‘‘Replanting has been the rule 
rather than the exception,” 
Waller said, with over half the 
fields being replanted at least 
once and some three or more 
umes 

The poor weather conditions 
have affected crop insurance 
policyholders as well. ‘Many 
farmes who would have 
received some protection 
through the federal crop 
insurance program are now 
completely exposed because of 
not being able to meet the June 
25 deadline for planting," 
Waller explained 

“While the vast majority of 
our farmers would prefer to 
avoid receiving federal assist- 
ance,"’ Waller emphasized, ‘‘let 
me just remind you that in this 
situation, such help is their only 
hope.” 

According to Agriculture Sec- 
retary Clayton Yeutter, $870

Powdery Mildew of Vegetables 

Our weather conditions have been ideal for many plant 
diseases. Powdery mildew is a serious disease of beans, okra, 
squash, cucumbers, muskmelons and pumpkins. The disease is 
found mainly on the older leaves and stems of plants. Yields may 
be reduced due to leaf loss. The fungus is usually first noted as a 
subtle, small round, whitish spot on leaves and sometimes sterns 
The spots enlarge and a white mass resembling talcurn powder 
becomes evident on the upper surface of older leaves. A large 
part of the talc-like powder on the leaf surface is composed of 
spores. These spores are easily blown by wind to nearby 
susceptible plants. Heavily infested leaves yellow, then become 
dry and brown. In beans the pods develop purplish spots and 
become distorted. The fungicide called Maneb will give control 
With weather conditions as such, spray at seven days intervals 
Read the label carefully for restrictions 

Shake-Cloth Method Insect Check 

A good method to check the insect population in your garden 
and ornamentals is to use the ‘“‘shake-cloth" method. This 
sampling procedure consists of using a three foot white cloth to 
assess insect population and kind of insect. In the garden choose a 
site without distrubing the plants and carefully unroll the shake 
cloth between the rows. Bend the plants over the cloth one row at 
a time and beat the plants vigorously. You can now easily see the 
insects. Some insects such as the red spider mite are very small 
A magnifying glass is very helpful. You can do the same = 
procedure with the ornamentals around your home. Just try not to >= 
disturb the plant until you have the shake cloth in place

to adopt the U.S. position," he 
cautioned 

However, Yeutter empha- 
sized that American farmers 
can't by themselves decide that 
they are going to derive their in- 
come from the marketplace 
with the current trade-distort- 
ing practices of other trading 
countries. “If we're going to get 
it out of the marketplace, it's 
going to have to come inter- 
nationally. And that has to 
come from a successful negoti- 
ating exercise and the opening 
up of markets around the world 
that we can sell into," he said 

“That ought to be our objec- 
tive to gradually open up 
markets, gradually provide 
export opportunities over the 
next 10 or 15 years, and then 
accordingly reduce our depen- 
dence on Uncle Sam. We'll have 
a much healthier agriculture 
and farmers will feel a lot 
better about themselves if the 
income is coming from the 
marketplace and not nearly to 
such a great extent out of the 
generosity of the American tax- 
payer,"’ he said 

“If we can make progress in 
that direction during my tenure 
as secretary of agriculture, 
that’s probably the finest 
legacy that I can leave,"’ he 
said

leaders to ‘‘put food safety in 
quotes on your agendas."’ He 
admitted, however, that the 
issue is “somewhat broader 
than food safety. The whole 
question of the registration, re- 
registration and use of agri- 
cultural chemicals is going to 
be a major issue in this country 
The challenge is to have that de- 
bate conducted in an objective 
fashion, rather than in an 
atmosphere of emotion and 
hysteria. Regrettably, the 
tendency is for the latter to 
happen,” he said 

Yeutter urged Farm Bureau 
to be as involved as USDA and 
other federal agencies. ‘‘It's not 
just the secretary of agriculture 
or the department playing a 
role in that regard. It's impor- 
tant for farm organizations and 
the general public to do so, too 
It's an educational challenge 
and a challenge of giving some 
assurances to the American 
public that people are truly 
working on these issues and not 
simply stonewalling,”’ he said 

Yeutter was optimistic about 
the use of ethanol in newly built 
vehicles for the 1990s, which is 
part of the administration's 
clean air plan 

“That provides an oppor- 
tunity for American Agri- 
culture that hopefully we can 
seize by 1995 or 1997," Yeutter 
said. He said agriculture should 
look at it ‘‘as an opportunity to 
market American farm 
products and see if it's economi- 
cally feasible for ethanol or an 
ethanol-based product to be the 
premier source for those 
vehicles as they begin to roll off 
the assembly line."

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Concerns Are Justified 


Several years ago we campaigned against 
having an elected school board. It was, and still is, 
our belief that having elected boards greatly 
increases the probability that politics and game- 
playing, rather than fairness and good judgment, 
will be used in the decision-making process. It also 
increases the likelihood of incompetency on the 
board. 

The majority of our voters, however, decided 
that we should have an elected school board in 
Garrett County and now some of the recent decisions 
of the board lead us to believe that our concerns 
were justified. 

We have been informed that, during a special 
executive session of the board last week, three 
positions, including a new administrative position 
and a principalship, were filled by the board. 
However, in all three cases, the board rejected the 
recommendation of the superintendent of schools as 
to which individual would best fill the position. This 
came after a lengthy interview process by a team of 
educators. Voting for the superintendent's 
recommendations was board member Charles 
Teets, while Carol Clark, Rodney Durst, and 
Beverly Murphy voted against. Mikal Moomau, 
board president, was also in favor of the 
recommendations, but only votes if there is a tie. 

Frankly, we were not aware that the lay board 
had this much power, and it worries us. We knew 
they could hire and fire the superintendent, but did 
not realize they had similar authority for lesser 
positions. Board members — NON-educators — are 
rejecting the opinions of educators and deciding for 
themselves who is best qualified for the job. How 
they are deciding, what methods and logic they are 
using, we do not know. 

There was also a recommendation that French, 
and not Spanish, be introduced at Southern Middle 
School on an exploratory basis. A team of teachers 
at Southern Middle spent considerable time studying 
the issue and then making their recommendation to 
the board. It was thought that, since French is the 
only language taught at Southern right now, it would 
only make sense that the students at Southern 
Middle be introduced to that language rather than 
Spanish. 

Again, the lay board rejected the 
recommendation and voted to put Spanish in 
Southern Middle School. It is rumored that the board 
member speaking so adamantly against the 
teachers’ recommendation has a close relative who 
is qualified to teach Spanish and is looking for a job. 
We hope that such is only a rumor; but if we find it is 
true, we will surely report it. 

Something is radically wrong with our system 
when it allows elected board members — usually 
non-educators — to have so much authority in areas 
in which they may have little or no training. These 
rejections of recommendations to the board are a 
slap in the face to the superintendent and to all of the 
Steer educatess -whoewerked -temereste then We - 
realize that politics and game-playing may also 
exist among the educators themselves, but the board 
members should recognize the fact that, in general, 
it is the educators who should be making such 
decisions. It is also the job of the board members to 
try to find out if the decisions and recommendations 
are being made equitably.

Bitterness might extend to other 
bills, making determined enemics 
of old friends. Mr. Schaefer might 
see pet projects fall vicum to retri 
bution. The budget might end up as 
the ultimate hostage through a Sen 
ate filibuster. This could lead to a 
special session lasting weeks 

And then legislators will have to 
rush home for a summer-long pn 
mary clection campaign, dogged 
every step of the way by the abor 
tion issue. Their opponents will ca 
gerly scize on the incumbents’ 
record to stir up voter anger and dis 
content. Reclection might not be 
such a sure Thing next year 

All but a handful of senators and 
delegates have clear positions on 
abortion. It is not something that ts 
open to horse-trading or vote- 
swapping. In most cases, these are 
positions they have long held, 
some for religious reasons, others 
on moral or ethical grounds. Re- 
hashing the matter during endless 
debate will not change any minds 

The House and Senate have pur- 
posely avoided such clashes in re 
cent years. The two sides have 
agreed to put all abortion bills in 
the deep-freeze and to retain com 
promise language on Medicaid abor- 
tions that they can accept grudging- 
ly 

Yet the time for quict discussion 
may be drawing to a close. If that's 
the case, the State House won't be 
such a friendly, collegial place next 
winter, especially for those sitting

The nation's governors meet twice each year — summer and 
winter — to compare notes and talk about the problems we face. I 
have just returned from the summer meeting in Chicago. It was a 
good meeting.

We heard talks by Dr. Carl Sagan on the environment, Alan 
Greenspan, chairman of the Federal Reserve Board; Secretary 
of Transportation Samuel Skinner, Atlanta Mayor Andrew Young 
and from President Bush.

The press also paid a lot of attention to President Bush who 
gave us the very sad news that Lt. Col. William Higgins had been 
killed. He was standing only a few feet from me when he told the 
world about that awful atrocity. Whenever I hear a president 
speak, I am impressed with the tremendous responsibility of that 
job and the weight of that office. 

The president was forced to cut his trip short, but he gave us
